PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION 



New York, Wednesday, September 24, 1845. 

This being the day fixed by the .Constitution of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York, for the meet- 
ing of the Annual Convention of the same, a jiumber of the 
Clergy and Laity assembled for divine worship, at 10 o'clock 
A, M., in St. John's Chapel, in the City of New York, the place 
appointed by the Standing Committee, in the inability of the 
Bishop to act, for the meeting. 

Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Francis Vinton, Rector 
of Emmanuel Church, Brooklyn, the Rev. Homer Wheaton, 
Rector of Christ Church, Poughkeepsie, reading the Lessons. 
The Ante-Communion service was read by the Rev. William Ber* 
rian, D.D., Rector of Trinity Church, New York, the Rev. Jona- 
than M. Wainwright, D. D., an assistant minister of Trinity 
Church, New York, reading the Epistle. The Sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Reuben Sherwood, D. D., Rector of St. 
James's Church, Hyde Park. The Holy Communion was ad- 
ministered by the Rev. Dr. Berrian, assisted by the Rev. Drs. 
Lyell and Wainwright, and the Rev. Mr. Wheaton. 

In the absence of the Bishop, the Convention was then called 
to order by the Secretary, who nominated the senior Presbyter 
present, entitled to a seat, the Rev. Thpmas Lyell, D. D., Rector 
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of Christ Cliurch, New York, as Chairman, pro ternpore, which 
was unanimously agreed to.

The Convention then proceeded according to the Fifth Article 
of the Constitution, to elect a President from among the Clergy. 

The Rev. Jonathan M. Wainwright, D. D., and the Rev, William 
Creighton, D. D., were respectively nominated. 

The Chair appointed the Rev. Lot Jones and Mr. John W, 
Mitchell, as Tellers of the Clerical Votes, and the Rev. Dr. 
Sherwood, and Hon. Thomas J. Oakley, as Tellers of the Lay 
Votes. 

The Clergy and Laity then deposited their ballots. 

After canvassing the same, the Tellers of the Clerical Votes 
reported that 123 votes were received, of which 76 were for the 
Rev. Dr. Creighton, 45 for the Rev. Dr. Wainwright, and 2 for 
Rev. Dr. Taylor. 

The Tellers of the Lay Votes reported that 124 votes were re- 
ceived, of which 66 were for the Rev. Dr. Wainwiight and 58 for 
the Rev. Dr. Creighton. 

There being a non-concurrence of the two orders, there was 
no election. 



On motion, the Convention then took a recess until tomorrow 
morning at 9 o'clock.

On taking the Chair, the President delivered the following 

ADDRESS. 

I c^er to the Members oi the ODnventioii my grateful acknowIeclig|Q«nl^ 
for the honor done me in my elevation to the ofiSce of their President. Cfit^ 
Bcicms that I possess foot few of the raqoiaitB qoaliikatioBs, utterly \mtlioat 
experience in matters of this kind, and recollecting the admirable . mawnfflv jfi 
which you have hitherto seen its duties discharged, I cannot but feel deeply 
the kindness which has selected me for b station so honorable and important. 
To one thing I may, in reliance upon the Divine help, pledge myself; and 
that is, to strict impartiality in my decisions, and a faithful adherence, to the 
best of my knowledge, to the course prescribed by the Canons and the Roles 
of the House. Should I disappoint the expectations which your too partial 
estimate of my qualifications may have led you to form, I must throw myself 
npon the good feeling of the Convention for the most charitable construction 
of my conduct and motives* 



. The Convention then proceeded,, pursuant to Article Viiviftlfll 
Constitution, and the first Rule of Order, to the appointment of a 
Secretary and a Treasurer. 
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On motion, the Vote by Ballot was unanimously dispensed with ; 
and the Rev. Benjamin I. EEaight was elected Secretary, and Mr. 
Charles N. S. Rowland was elected Treasurer. 

The Secretary appointed the Rev. J. Dixon Carder, Assistant 
Secretary. 

The Committee on the Rules of Order appointed at the last 
Convention presented their Report, which, on motion of Hon- 
Samuel Jones, was laid upon the table. 

On motion of the Hon« Hamilton Fish, it was 

Resolved, That the List of the Clergy which has been submitted 
by the Secretary for the purpose of organizing the Convention, 
be referred, together with the credentials of the Lay Delegates, 
to a Committee of Five, to report whether any names of Ministers 
are placed on such list who are not entitled to seats in the Conven- 
tion, or whether the names of any so entitled are omitted there- 
from, and also to report upon the sufficiency of the Certificates of 
the Lay Delegates, and their rights to their seats, and that upon 
the coming in of the report of such Committee, the Convention 
will decide upon the right to seats of such Ministers and Lay 
Delegates whose cases may be specifically reported by the Com- 
mittee ; and that the Committee have leave to sit during the ses- 
sion of the Convention ; and further, that all persons who haye 
now been received as members of this Convention, shall be so 
considered until the above Committee report, and action is had 
thereon.

The Trustees further report, that upon the promulgation of the seotence of the 
late Ecdestastical Court, in the case of Bishop Onderdonk, it was doubted whether 
or not, they were authorized to pay the Bishop the interest accruing on that part of 
the Fund denominated the Diipoteble Fund, as they had been accustomed to do • 
and having taken &e matter into their serious consideration, and finding that dif- 
femncea of opinion eziated in regard to it, they determined that as mere fiduciaries 
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fhey were not bonnd to take the responnbility of deciding the question, bat that 
the pradent coone was, to submit the matter to the Convention of the Diocese lor 
its decision, without any expression of opinion one waj or the other on the sub* 
ject; wherefore they resolred that the interest to the 3d of January last (the day 
on which said sentence was pronounced) should be paid to Bishop Onderdonk* 
and that all interest accruing subsequent to that day should be retained by their 
Treasurer, subject to the orders of the Convention in relation thereto. This, at 
appears by the preceding statement, has been done, and there now remains in 
band of such interest the sun of $1,776.79, subject to the order and direction of 
the Convention. 

The Trustees further report, that pursuant to the authority given them by a 
resolution of the last Convention, they applied to the Legislature of the State, at 
the late session thereof, for an Act to constitute them and their successors a body 
corporate for the management and care of this Fund — and such act having been 
passed, a copy thereof accompanies this Beport

An Act to Incorporate the Trusteee for the Management and Care of the Fund 
for the Support of the Episcopate of the Diocese of New York— passed May 14 
1845, 6y a two4hird Vote. 

The people of the State of New Tork, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows : 

$ 1. William Bard, Christopher Wolfe, William E. Dunscomb, Brittan L. 
Wolley, and Isaac A. Johnson, of the City and County of New York, and their 
Bubcessors duly elected and appointed in the manner hereinafter prescribed, are 
hereby constituted a body corporate, by the name of ** the Trustees of the Episco* 
pal Fund of the Diocese of New York," and by that name shall have perpetual 
succession, and be capable of taking and holding, by gift or grant, and of pur- 
chasing, holding, and conveying such real estate as may be necessary for an office 
or. building in which to transact their business, and such personal property necea- 
saiy for the purposes of said corporation : provided the yearly value or income of 
the same shall not exceed the sum of eight thousand dollars. 

$ 2. The object of the said corporation shall be the management and care of the 
Fund now provided, together with that which may hereafter be contributed or 
acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the investment thereof, for the sup 
port of the Episcopate of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New 
York, and the appropriation of the income of said Fund to that purpose according 
to the directions to be firom time to time given by the Convention of said Church 
in said Diocese. 

$ 3. The said Trustees shall be five in number, and shall hold their offices 
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during die pleasnra of the Mid CouTeiitioii, and all Tacanciea ocowrring ia aaid 
Trwteea,BhaUfiom time to tnne be filled by nidCknyeii^ Tbe said Truateea 
ahall appoint a Preiident and Secretaiy, and no act of said Trnateaa shall be talid 
ankss aathorized by a rasolation adopted at a regalar meeting of said Trastees, hf 
a in^iori^ of the tame, and reoorded by the Seoretary in a book to be kept aa a 
record of their proceedingsi which book ahall be c^n to the ini^ectioB of the 
wud Convention. 

$ 4. A statement of die proceedings of die said Trustees hereby incorporated* 
tshibiting the condition of the Fund entnuted to dieir charge, togedier with dieir 
receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to each Annual Conrention, and 
aigned by said Trasteea, or a miyority of them, and to the Legislatore. 

i 5. The said Tmatees hereby incorporated, shall be boimd to con&nn to aqj 
iaatnictiona that shall be given them by said Convention touching the manage* 
aent of the said Fund, and die disposition of the income thereof; provided that 
■ach instmcttons shall be in writing, and shall be entered on the Jonmals of said 
Convention. 

$ 6. The provisions of title third of die eighteendi chapter of the first part of the 
Revised Statatea shall apply to the eorporatieA hereby created, so far as the same 
are applicable, and have not been repesled. 

i 7. The Le^sUtore may at any dine alter or repeal this act.

The Standiag Committee of the Dioceie reqnctftiUy report. 

That since the appointment of thii Committee by the former Convention, until 
the 8th day of Jannaiy kist, they were engaged only in the discharge of their or- 
dixBiy duties. In consequence of the death of Thomas L. Ogden, Esq., one of the 
members, the Cemimttee, on the 6th of January, elected the Honorable Samuel 
Jonep Id lopply his pkee. 

On ^ eighth of Jannaty last, a communication was received, signed by the 
Bight Reverend Philander Chase, Senior Bishc^ and President of the Court of 
Bishopa, addressed to the Secretary of this Committee, enclosing a sentence of su»- 
pensiim i^n the Bight Reverend Benjamin T . Onderdonk, Bishop of the Diocese^ 
and requestiBg that the same might be laid before tins Committee, that it might 
be pfomidgated at pBSMsibed by the Canon. 

A copy of tfab communication and sentence accompany this Report. 

In the unprecedented and embarrassing situation in which this Committee was 
placed, it became our duty to determine whether the power to perform acts essen- 
tial for conducting the business of the Diocese existed in us ; the extent of such 
power-— and the principles upon which its exercise could be sustained. 

.ImpHcitly yielding to the obligation of the sentence, we were bound to ascer- 
tain its force, and the extent of its operation. Had it been a sentence of deposition, 
or equivalent thereto, no difficulty would have arisen. But, as in our judgment, 
■sch a pfopontioB was plainly untenable, and it appeared clear that there was no 
■otoal vacancy creeited in the Episcopacy, the question beeame both novel and em- 
banasaing. 

The subject having been referred to a Sub-Committee, a Report was presented 
and adopted, a copy of which accompanies this. The ground was there taken 
that a sure foundation for the exercise of the necessary power was to be found in 
the settled rule of construction by which a new case, not provided for by the letter 
of a law, shaU be deemed within its spirit, where such case was within the ol^ect 
of the enactment, and the presumed intent of the legislature ; where it was mani 
festly within the scope of the emergency to be met, or of the evil to be redressed. 

And a striking analogy was found in the case of ^e authority of the Guardians 
of the Spiritualities in ^ English Church. It is their ordinary office to conduct 
the discipline and management of the Church, where there is a vacancy of the See, 
and even where the Bishop is absent from the realm by oider of the Kong, their 
powers can be exercised. The See is pronounced to be a« if it were vacant. 

It vras also considered that this view received great support and sanction from 
the language of several Canons recognizing the atttfaority of the Standing Commit 
tee in various cases, and especially from the sound construction of that particular 
Canon under whieh tiiis sentence was pronounced. 

Inasmuch, however, aa in the minds of many Churchmen, doubts existed as to 
the application of this comprehendve principle of action to the case before 
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by one ckft the sentence wu treated as illegal and yoidy and bj another as pro- 
bibiting only tbe exercise of EjHscopal and mimsterial fmictiona of a purely reH- 
gioas character, acoorse was adopted of snbmitting the proposed acts of tbe Conar 
mittee to the Bishop. This course we considered to be Justified by genend rea- 
sons of propriety and expediency, and sanctioned by high legal antbority in audob 
gens cases. The assent of the Bishop, so iar as it could Canonieally and legaDy be 
given, would satisfy tbe scruples of tbose who questioned &e absolute jnrisdiotiaB 
of this Committee : his approbation of an act done by another could not be deemed 
the perfimnanoe of an act prohibited to him ; and such an assent needless in the 
judgment of those who held the power to be entirely in this Committee, could not 
impair the ralidity of their action. It might be supeifluoos, bat it could.not 
vitiate. 

With tbese views, tiie mode was adopted of submitting tbe intended aotiona of 
the Committee to the Bishop, and his approbation has been expressed by an eik- 
dorsement, that so far as he Canonically and legally could, he assented to the 
measure proposed. 

Accordingly, on tbe 2lBt of January last, David Pease, Jr., and Isaac P. Labagh 
were recommended by this Committee as candidates for Deacons* Orders, and 
Gurdon Hunlangton, John H. Garfield, Nathaniel L. Garfield, Thomas N. Benedict, 
and Edward McGee, as candidates for Holy Orders: George W.Houghton was on 
a subsequent day recommended lor Deacon's Orders ; their testimonials having 
been found satisfiustory. The Rt. Bev. Bishop Onderdonk having expressed his as- 
sent in the manner before stated, it was resolved , on the 7th of Feb. , that the Bishop 
of New Jersey be requested to ordain Isaac P. Labagh, David Pease, Jr., and 
George W. Houghton candidates for Deacons' Orders, and a similar resolution waa 
passed, requesting tbe Bishop of Western New York to admit to Priest's Orders 
Mr. Yandervoort Bruce. The testimonials and resolutions were transmitted ac- 
cordingly. 

Communications were received from these Bight Reverend Bishops, stating tbe 
reasons which compelled them reluctantly to decline the request of this Com- 
mittee. 

A similar r«M]uest v^as dien addressed to the Right Reverend Bishop of Comie» 
ticut, for the ordination of the candidates, and was also decHned. Copies of the 
letters of the Right Reverend Bishops are hereto annexed. 

At a subsequent period, letters of dismission to other Dioceses were applied for 
by various candidates for Orders. The attention of this Committee was thereupon 
particularly directed to the Canon bearing upon that subject, and after examination, 
they considered themselves authorized thereby to grant such letters, concurrently 
with the Bishop, in any case ; leaving it for the candidate to comply vdth the 
requisitions of the Canon for his regular transfer, and for the Bishop to whom the 
application should be made, to decide upon the sufficiency of his testimonials. 
Such letters were in consequence issued to tbe Diocese of Delaware, in favor of 
the Reverend John A. Childs and to Mr. Isaac P. Labagh, David Pease, Jr., and 
S. D. Denison, and these have been accepted by the Bishop of that Diocese. 

Similar letters were granted to the Diocese of Connecticut, in &vor of J. J. 
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Bowden, and at sabseqaent periods in fiivor of Alfred B. Beach, Joseph Moore 
Waite, Cornelias R. Doffie, 6. N. Slack, James Stephenson, Baylies F. Talbot, 
and Samnel Hawkslej. These candidates have been received. 

Communications took place between this Committee and &e Bight Reverend 
Bishop of Connecticat, which as they led to action in certain cases, this Committee 
deem proper to set forth at length. Upon the papers in the case of Mr. Bowden 
being transmitted, the following letters were received from him. 

** Tothe Rev. J, M. Wtinwright, D, D., Secretary of the Standing ComnUtUe 

of New York, 
*'Biv. AND Dear Sir,— 

** I have received the letter signed by the Rev. Dr. Berrian and yourself, in be- 
half of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New York, transferring Mr. J. 
J. Bowden to this Diocese, as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

*< If I am to look no farther than the terms of your letter he wiU readily be 
received by me. But I have before me a very able report adopted some time 
since by your Committee, containing certain arguments and conclasions with 
which I cannot fully concur. And, at oui^late interview, you informed me that 
your Committee had transferred candidates for Orders to the Bishop of Delaware 
imder a peculiar interpretation of the 8th Section of the IX. Canon of 1841. 
The section here referred to is very carelessly constracted, but I cannot think 
it was designed to confer any power on a Standing Committee, except during 
a vacancy in the Episcopate. I should certainly think it very irregular, 
if the Standing Committee of Connecticut were now to assume the power of 
transferring candidates for orders to another Diocese. 

« In a case unprovided for, I would rather act in accordance with the gen- 
eral spirit of the Canons, than shelter myself under the letter of a careless or 
erroneous expression. For myself, I consider the Episcopal powers of the 
Bishop of New York as fiilly suspended, and in a state of entire abeyance ; 
and that in respect to their exercise, there is a virtual vacancy of the Episco- 
pate. Under these circumstances, although our Church has made no express 
provision for such virtual vacancy, I am of opinion, lifter mature deliberation, 
that the Standing Committee may rightfully exercise all the powers which 
would devolve upon them during an actual vacancy in the Episcopate, and 
that they will be justified in so doing, as well by the (jeneral spirit of our 
Church organization, as by the urgent necessity of the case. 

" I am now prepared to recognize any such action on the part of the Com- 
mittee as valid; and if, on consulting them, you shall inform me, that I am 
at liberty to accept their letter in behalf of Mr. Bowden, as entirely uncon- 
nected with their Report, and with any q^ecial construction of the Canon re- 
ferred to, I shall readily receive him as a candidate for orders in this Diocese.

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An answer was, by the direction of this Committee, retamed, stating, that in 
granting letters of dismission to candidates for orders, they had actod in the pre- 
sent case, as in a former instance of letters addressed to the Bishop of Delaware, 
under the 8th section of Canon IX. of 1841 ; that the language of that Canon was 
BO expUcit, that the Comnuttee did not doubt of their Canonical right to act under 
it ; nor did they conceive that the practical operation of the Canon, in its literal 
sense and construction, could conflict with the rights or jurisdiction of the Bishop 
of the Diocese, inasmuch as the Canon contains within itself an express provision, 
that if there be a Bishop within the Diocese where the candidate resides, he shall 
apply to no other Bishop for ordination, without the permission of such Bishop. 
That it was for the Bishop to whom the candidate presents the letters dismissory 
to decide how far the case required the candidate to comply with the requisition 
of the Canon, and how &r he had complied therewith. 

The following reply was received from the Right Reverend Bishop. 

" To the Rev. Dr. Wainwrightf Secretary of the Standing Committee of the 

Diocese of Neto York. 
" Rby. and DBA.B Sir. — 

<< I have received your communications containing letters from the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese of New York, transferring the following candidates for 
Holy Orders to this Diocese, viss., J. J. Bowden, Alfred B. Beach, James Stephen- 
son, Baylies P. Talbot, Joseph Moore Waite, Cornelius R. Duffie, 6. N. Slack, and 
Samuel Hawksley ; and I have now to give you notice that the said candidate^ 
have been duly received by me. 

** As it is provided by the 10th Section of Canon IX. of 1841, that * Candidates 
shall not change their Canonical residence, but for bona fide causes, requiring the 
same to be judged of by the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, by the Standing 
Committee,' I have a right to infer that the Standing Committee of New York 
concur with me in the opinion, that the Administrative powers of the Bishop of 
New York are entirely suspended, and that the Committee is the proper ecclesi- 
astical authority to judge of the propriety of the transfer of candidates for orderg 
to another Diocese.

This Committee having, as they considered, clearly explained the ground on 
which they proceeded, referring for their authority ^to the 8th Section of the 
Canon — and having expressed to the Bishop the opinion, (to which they still ad~ 
hered), that it was for him to judge whether the candidate had complied with the 
requisitions of the Canon, did not feel themselves called upon to add any thing 
further to their former communication. 

Upon a letter of dismission from the Standing Committee of the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania, the Rev. Stephen H. Tyng, D. D., was approved as a Clergyman 
of regular standing in this Diocese. 

The Rev. Alexander Cmmmell, the Rev. Joshua Weaver, and the Rev: Albert 

3 
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W. Day, have been alio transferred from the aame Diocese and received into 
this. 

The Rer. Joshua Weayef has become the Sector of Trinity Church, West 
Troy. 

The Ber. Isaac H. Tattle, the Rev. Samuel Hawksley, and the Bey. Alfred B. 
Beach, have been transferred from the Diocese of Connecticut, and the latter has 
been called as Minister of Christ Church, Cooperstown. 

The Rev. Peter Stanford Burchan has been transferred from the Diooese of 
Delaware. 

The certificate prescribed by the Canon, recommending the Bev. Alonzo Potter, 
D. D., for consecration, has been given, and the Diocese of Pennsylvania been ap- 
prised of the assent of this Committee to such consecration. 

In the view, thus presented, of the transactions of the Committee, they deeply 
feel how insufficient for the wants of the Diocese, is all they have been able to 
accomplish. But having, after ddiberate reflection, fized upon a course, which 
they deemed, at once legal, and adequate for the more pressing emergencies of the 
Church, their duty prescribed that they should fiiithfully seek to carry it into ope- 
ration ; leaving it to the enlightened and conscientious judgment of the Bight 
Beverend Bishops whose aid they solicited, to acquiesce in or decline it.

The Court of Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, convened under the 
fiutfaority of Canon IIL of 1844 of the Qeoeral Convention of said Church, for the 
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trial of the presentment of the Right Reverend Benjamin Tredwell Onderdonk, 
Bishop of the Diocese of New Tork, by the Right Bey. 'William Meade, Bishop of 
the Diocese of Virginia, the Right Reverend James Hervey Otey, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Tennessee, and the Right Reverend Stephen Elliott, Jmiior, Bishop of 
the Diocese of Georgia, npon certain charges and specifications in said present-

order that the notice of this sentence, required by said Canon, be communicated by 
the Presiding Bishop, under his hand and seal, to the Ecclesiastical authority of 
every Diocese of this Church.

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The Committee proceeded to consider the nature &nd extent of their powers 
and duties, in the present condition of the Diocese, when it was on motion — 

Resolved, That the jnibject be referred to a Committee of three, to report 
thereupon, at the next meeting of the Committee. 

Messrs. Jones, Hoffman, and Verplancx were appointed the Committee. 

Friday, January 17th, 

An adjourned meeting of the Committee was held. Present — as before. 

The Committee appointed to consider the nature and extent of the powers and 
duties of the Standing Committee, in the present condition of the Diocese, made 
a report

REPORT. 

The Committee, to whom was referred the considemtion of the sentence upon 
the Right Reverend Benjamin Tredwell Onderdonk, and of the effect thereof 
upon the powers and duties of the Stiwding Committee of this Diocose, respect- 
fully report. 

The sentence pronounced upon the Bishop is declared to be ^' Suspension from 
the office of a Bishop in the Church of God, and from all the functions of the Sa- 
cred Ministry," and the Court solenmly pronounce and declare, that he ** is sus- 
pended from all exercise of his Episcopal and Ministerial functions." 

The sentence and penalty of Suspension are expressly distinguished in the 
Canon under which this sentence was imposed (Canon III. of 1844. Sect. 5) from 
Deposition, or absolute and perpetual displacing from the Episcopate. The Court, 
on the trial of a Bishop, is there empowered to *' pass sentence, and award the 
penalty of Admonition, Suspension, or Deposition, as to them the offence or offences 
proved may seem to deserve." 

The term "Suspension is therefore evidently used in no other than its habitual 
sense, when employed in reference to official power or punishment, as it is defined 
by lexicographers, and as it is employed and understood in EnglTsh ecclesiastical 
and common law. Thus, Johnson (Dictionary) defines Suspension, in this relation, 
to be " Temporary privation of an office ; as the clerk incurred suspension.'* — 
Again, Noah Webster (Dictionary) in suspension 6, explains this sense as " Tern, 
porary privation of powers, authorities, or rights ; usually intended as a censure or 
punishment. This may be merely a suspension of his office, or it may be both of

his office and income.*' These definitions agree with the more technical expla- 
nations and comments of the English anthorities in ecclesiastical law, finom which, 
in fact, they appear to be drawn. In the English canonical law, suspension is 
distinguished as ah officio and a beneficio, ** by which an ecclesiastical person is for 
a time deprived in the one case of hi& temporal profits, and in the other, foibidden 
for a time to exercise the duties of his office." Such suspension, (from the natare 
of the case, and as the books state,) may be, either limited or contingent; either 
for a specific term, or until some act is performed, or until some proper authority 
remove the sui^nsion. 

The teim tuspennon may indeed sometimes have been used in a loose and 
popular manner, as including all deprivation of ecclesiastical authority, whether 
limited, contingent, or perpetual. But when so used, it is expressly said, (as by 
Bingham, Antiq. Book 17,) to be perpetual, and in^that case to be synonymous 
with Katkairesis or Deposition, and it refers historically to the action of ancient 
ecclesiastical authorities having an undefined power over their own sentences, and 
being at once their own legislators and the judges. There may be ancient Canons 
where the term perpetual tuaperuion^ or some equivalent phrase, has been used, 
and when they were enforced, such designation was embodied in the sentenoe. 
But it is believed that in all such instances, an acknowledged power of revocation 
existed in the authority that pronounced the sentence, so that if nominally perpet- 
ual, it was in fact contingent upon the discretion of the Court, Council, or Bishop. 
This can therefore have but little bearing on the decision of a tribunal deriving ils 
whole authority from a specific Canon, which itself employs the well and long 
defined terms of the canonical jurisprudence of our own and our mother church. 
In the Canon of our Church under consideration, suspension is expressly opposed 
to deposition as being as much another penal^ as admonition. This Canon admits 
of no other reasonable meaning of the terms than that of the settled ecclesiastical 
law whose language it adopts. 

That distinction is stated by the highest authority thus ; *' A person deposed is 
he who is deprived of his office and benefice, although not solemnly ; a person 
degraded is he who is deprived of both solemnly ; a person sutpended is he who 
is deprived of them both, /or a time, hut not for crcr;" — (Gtft«<m, Codex 1047, 
referred to by Bums, and 111 Bums, Ecclesiastical La^, 668 Philimore's edition, 
1842.) 

We can add nothing to the weight of this definition, which thus combines the 
authority of the two most learned canonical writers of the last century, — Bishop 
Gibson and Dr. Bums,— with that of Dr. Phflimore, a distmguished civilian of our 
own day. 

The English Courts agree with this definition of the text-writers, as appears 
from the case of Fleming and Owen (I. Philimore's Rep. 277, &c.,) where it is 
decided that a suspension sine die was void. 

In the present instance, the suspension is without any express declaration^ 
whether it be limited or contingent upon any future action, either of the party 
under sentence, or of others. 

High legal opinions, supported by learning and reasoning, have resulted in the 
conclusion, that a sentence of suspension, thus indefinite, is in itself void and inope- 
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nJdye, or expires on the acyoummeiit of the court Without entering into any 
examin a tion of that qae«tion, or expressing any opinion thereon, the Committee 
Bubmitting to the sentence as pronounced, proceed to offer the result of their 
examination oi the subjects specially referred to them. 

We must give to the sentence as pronounced, the whole effect of which it is 
capable, as distinguished from a privation necessarily perpetual, which would be 
another name £9r deposition, from which the Canon, and settled canonical law, 
most oleaily separate it. To give this sentence then its fullest effect, it can oidy 
mean a sentence of Episcopal incapacity, |until removed by some competent 
anthority. Where that authority, if any exist, is to be found, it is not for your 
Conmiittee to decide. If given nowhere, a remedy may probably be found in the 
paramount authority of the Councils of the Church, now as anciently, to supply by 
legislatiTe enactment, or declaration, any omitted case of her ecclesiastical disci- 
pline. 

These views of the character of the sentence, have been stated more folly, as 
they lead to the conclusion that the Rt. Bev. B. T. Ondbrdonk is still a Bishop 
•»4hat, as he has not been degraded, or deposed from his Diocese, or his order, he 
IS siili the suspended Bishop of this Diocese ; and that, on removal or reversal of 
his inhibition, he would be restored to whatever he may have thereby been sus* 
pended from enjojring or exercising. 

If such be the effect of the sentence upon the Bishop, what are then the powers 
and consequent duties of this Committee, during the continuance of such susfien- 
tkm'i 

By Canon X. of this Diocese, it is provided (Sec. 2) that, '' In case of a vacancy 
of the Episcopate, the powers and duties to be pedbrmed by the Bishop, in mat- 
ters of discipline, shall be performed by the Standing Committee, except in those 
cases where such powers are specially delegated to the Clerical Members of said 
Committee, &c. 

By the Canons of the General Convention (Canon IV., of 1832) it is also enacted, 
that, '^ Where there is no Bishop, the Standiug Committee is the Ecclesiastical 
authority for all purposes declared in these Canons." This peculiar phrase, *'Any 
Diocese where there is no Bishop," is again used in other instances, such as, in 
stating the case where authority to invite any Bishop to pronounce the displacing 
of a Minister from the Church, is given to the Standing Committee of such a Dio- 
cese.— (Canon XXX VIII. of 1832.) 

It is under the Canons using these and similar phrases, that the power of the 
Standing Committee to exercise the more general Ecclesiastical authority, has 
always been hitherto considered as granted, and has occasionally been exer- 
cised. 

But, acceding to the definition of the Episcopal suspenfflon just stated, the case 
of a " vacancy in the Episcopate," or there *• being no Bishop in the Diocese,'* 
does not occur according to the strict letter of the Canons. 

Are there, then, any other grounds upon which it may be inferred that the 
defect of the grant of power in the literal understanding of the Canons, is other- 
wise supplied I so that, in case of an Episcopal inability operating the same 
effects, for the time, as an Episcopal vacancy, the ordinary ecclesiastical authority. 
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necessaiy for the rontine of admixustration and discipline, may be ezereifled by the 
Standing Committee, as if there were no Bishop ? 

The following considerations appear to your Committee to be entitled to great 
weight : — 

It is expressly ordained by the Canons of the General Conrention, that there 
shall be a Standing Committee in each Diocese. Such Committee is constituted 
(Canon IV., 1832) '* a Council of Advice to the Bishops," and this» not mere^ 
" whenever he shall wish their advice ;*' but they are further aulborized to " meet 
of their own accord, or according to their own rules, whenever they may be dis- 
posed to advise the Bishop." They are elected by both orders of the Diocesan 
Convention, so as to form a standing representative body of the Church in the 
Diocese, during the recess of its Convention. In some cases, they are expressly 
empowered to act as such, even when there is a Bishop ; as, in consenting to the 
consecration of Bishops of other Dioceses, during the recess of the General Con- 
vention; and in selecting (from the Provisional Delegates) Delegates to the 
General Convention, in default of the elected members ; and in case of* the 
" Bishop's inability to act"— (Can, I,, New York Con.) 

In the actual vacancy, as we have seen, the whole Ecclesiastical authority, not 
peculiar to the Episcopal order as spiritual functions, devolves upon this advisiog 
representative body. 

Under this aspect of the character of the Standing Committee, and the objects 
for which it is constituted, there appears good ground for inference— from the 
necessity of the case, and the obvious spirit and intent of the legislative authority 
of the Church in conferring such powers — ^that in tbe case of an apparent oven* 
sight or omission as to words, and the occurrence of ciroumstances not included 
within the literal meaning of the canonical enactment, but comprehended within 
its general scope and object, the Standing Committee might feel itself not only 
authorized, but in conscience bound, to assume and discharge such necessary 
duties as, without conflicting with any personal rights, might be manifealdy neces- 
sary and proper for the ordinary discipline and care of the Diocese, and the due 
administration of necessary rites by means of invited Bishops. Such a case of 
necessity would seem to arise,— within the spirit and intent of the Canon, though 
not included in its very word8,-i-where the Bishop became unable to act by rea- 
son of insanity, psHralysis, or other protracted illness, wholly incapacitating him 
from the ordinary mode of supplying his Diocese imtil the election or consecration 
of an Assistant Bishop. 

The present case differs only from the supposed one in the disability 1o act being 
judicial and not physical. Soch a conclusion may not only find powerful argu- 
ments in the spirit and design of the Constitution and Canons, upon general prin- 
ciples of reasoning and the necessity of the case, but derives strong confirmation 
fipom the application of the well-founded legal rules of statutory intepretation. " It 
is an established rule," (says Chancellor Kent, repeating and embodying princi* 
pies of judicial interpretation, recognized by the sages of the law Geom. Coke to our 
own days,) ** in the exposition of statutes, tiiat the intention of the lawgiver is to 
be deduced from a view of the whole and every part of a statute taken and com • 
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pared together. The real intentioD, when accurately ascertained, will always 
prevail over the literal sense of terms. When the words are not explicit, the inten- 
tion is to be collected from the context, from the occasion and necessity of the law* 
from the mischief felt and the remedy in view : and the intention is to be taken or 
presumed according to what is consonant to reason and good discretion/'— 
(L Kent Com. 461.) 

Another principle of interpretation, ef^uaUy applicable to the present case, is that 
stated by the same distinguished commentator, iTs laid down by the highest judicial 
authority. ** Several acts, in pari materia, and relating to the same subject, are 
to be taken together and compared in the construction of them, because they are 
considered as having one object in view, and as acting upon one system. ''— 
(I. Kent Com. 463 ; 1. Burrows Rep. 444; Douglas Bep. 37.) Now, applying 
these legal roles of statutory interpretation to our canonical code, there seems to 
be litde reason for doubt of the legislative intent in the case under our considera- 
tion. ^ 

Throughout the Canoos of the General Convention there is recognized a 
body, or admiuistrative organ of the Church, termed the ** Ecclesiastical 
aathority" of each Diocese. In several Canons, the Standing Committees are 
specially appointed to exercise certain duties of this JBcclesiastical authority. 
Now in Canon III. of 1844, (under which the present sentence was pro- 
nounced,) we find (Sec. vi) that it is made the duty of the Court,when sentence 
has been pronounced, ** whether it be on trial," or for ** contumacy," to com- 
municate such sentence to ** the Ecclesiastical authority of every Diocese of 
this Church," and it shall be the doty " of the said Ecclesiastical authorities to 
cause such sentence to be publicly read *^ to the congregations" of such Dio- 
cese, by ** the respective ministers thereof." 

The same Canon provides that sentence of Suspension from the ministry 
shall be pronounced in case o( contumacy ; to be reversed upon submission to a 
trial. In case of no such submission, then sentence of Deposition shall be pro- 
nounced. Then it is enacted (Sec. v.) that such sentence of suspension or depo- 
sition may be pronounced on trial, and the communication of the sentence must 
be made by the Court, in each case, to the ** Ecclesiastical authority" of each 
Diocese. This Committee cannot doubt that the Ecclesiastical authority of the 
Diocese of the sentenced Bishop is included in the Canon, and that this must be 
the Standing Committee, as there can be no other. 

Independent of all other reasons, there can be no doubt of this intent, in the 
case of Deposition. Most not then the same meaning have been designed in 
the case of either sentence 1 and is not the Committee designated as the 
Ecclesiastical authority as much in case of Suspension, as in that of Deposi- 
tion 1 The ninth section of the same Canon seems strongly to confirm such 
view, and even to establish it, without the aid of the prior sections. It pro- 
vides for the case of an acknowledgment of criminality by a Bishop, to the 
House of Bishops, and fur sentence thereupon of Admonition, Suspension, or 
Deposition. It then directs that such sentence shall be sent "to the said 
Bishop, and to the Standing Committee of his Diocese, and to the Ecclesiasti- 
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cal aathority of e?ery Diocese of this Church ; and it shall be the duty of such 
Ecdesiasiical authorities to cause the sentence (unless it be of Admonition) to 
be publicly read to the congregations of each Diocese." 

Unless, therefore, this Oanon means that the sentence need not be sent to the 
Standing Committee under the sixth section, and need not be read in the 
Churches of the Diocese of the suspended Bishop under the ninth section, or 
unless such Bishop, even though deposed, is to transmit such isentence, then the 
Standing Committee of such Diocese is fully recognized as its Ecclesiastical 
authority. 

The consequences of this recognition and declaration we must infer to be that 
every power and attribute, belonging by canonical law to such diocesan Eccle- 
siastical authority, necessarily attaches in the present case, and is to be exer- 
cised in the mode prescribed in other instances ; though, in this, resulting from 
special provisions framed to govern a case not before foreseen and provided 
for. 

In addition to this cumulative evidence of the legislative interpretation of its 
own provisions, we have now before us, what may well be considered as a judi- 
cial exposition, to the same intent, deliberately given by the Episcopal Court the 
effect of whose sentence is now under consideration. The official sentence con- 
cludes with an order that this sentence required by said Canon, (Canon III. of 
1844) be communicated by the Presiding Bishop, under his hand and seal, to 
the Ecclesiastical authority of every Diocese of this Church. In pursuance 
thereof, we have now before us the official copy of the sentence, addressed by 
the President of the Court, to the Secretary of this Committee, in these words 
** In obedience to Canon III. of 1844, — I enclose you the sentence of the Court 
of Bishops, &c., and request that you vnil lay the same lefore the Standing Comr 
mittee of the Diocese of New York, in order that the promulgation of the said 
sentence may be duly made as early as practicable." 

The irresistible inference from this, must be, that in the view of this sen- 
tence and notice, as understood by the Court, the Standing Committee of New 
York, under the suspension of its Bishop, has become the regularly constituted 
*' Ecclesiastical authority" of this Diocese. 

Upon principles often declared and applied in the English jurisprudence and 
in our own, such a legislative recognition of an organized body, as possessing 
well-understood powers and rights, would be equivalent to the investing that 
body with such rights ; as in this case* by designating the Standing Committee 
as the Ecclesiastical authority, the legislative power would assume it to be so, 
and thus constitute this body the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese in the 
case of suspension of its Bishop, invested with all the powers that it would have 
in case of vacancy. But in the other view of this subject, to which your atten- 
tion has been directed, the interpretation of the legislative language by the 
general spirit and comparison of all the enactments in pari materia^ the conclu- 
sion becomes irresistible that it was the sense of the framers of our Canons, 
that in case of inability, however temporary, the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese was regarded and intended to be }he Ecclesiastical authority where no 
other is provided, with the same power and in the same manner as in a case of

an entire TBcaney, and " where there was no Bishop." It may be added, that 
the same conclosion will follow from the application of another familiar rale of 
the interpretation of doubtful or contradictory legislatiye language : — i. e. that 
remedial provisions and enactments are to be construed favorably and liberally. 
The rule is thus stated by Judge Blackstone :— " There are three points to be 
considered in the construction of remedial statures— the old law, the mischiefi 
and the remedy. And it is the business of the Judges so to construe the Act as 
to suppress the mischief and advance the remedy ."—(I. filackstone Com, 86.) 
This principle of construction has often been acknowledged by the Courts, and, 
(as it appears from the authorities cited by Blackstone,— eee I. Blackstone Com. 
87, and authorities there referred to) in England it has been especially applied 
to the laws regulating the powers of ecclesiastical bodies. 

In the case now under examination, the mischief to be remedied is, the defect 
Of ecclesiastical control and discipline for the ordinary and constantly occurring 
necessities of the Diocese, when there is no Bishop to administer its concerns ; 
or, the Bishop is from any cause disabled from discharging those duties in 
whole or in part. It must then become the duty of whoever may be placed in 
the position of judging and deciding, for themselves or others, upon the canoni- 
cal laws providing for the remedy of this evil, so to construe them as '* to sup- 
press the mischief and advance the remedy." But this result, in the case of 
suspension of the Bishop, can only be attained by adopting that construction, 
which the considerations already stated have pointed out as the one most pro- 
bably in the legislative intent. 

In the examination which has led to these conclusions, your Committee have 
been satisfied that they could follow no safer rules than those afforded by the 
judicial experience of our own law, in clearing up those perplexing difficulties 
in statutes, which, (in Chancellor Kent*s words) ** oAen arise from the imper- 
fection of human language, and the want of technical skill in the makers of the 
law.*' The imperfections of our ecclesiastical enactments result from precisely 
the same causes which produce obscurity and apparent contradiction in civil 
legislation ; and the principles above referred to, as laid down by the highest 
legal and judicial authority, for the interpretation of statutory language, are so 
little founded in arbitrary or technical jurisprudence, that the very doctrines on 
this subject, stated by the commentators on the municipal law of England and 
America, Blackstone and Kent, may be found asserted on more general princi- 
ples in the best text-writers on general and natural law, as being of universal 
application to laws, treaties, and contracts.^ (I. Grotius, Bel. et Pac. II., 16. — 
Puffendorf, par Barbeyrac, L. V. Chap. 128.) 

But, in thus submitting our views of the powers and duties devolving upon the 
Standing Committee, in cases where the Bishop of the Diocese may, by reason 
of physical infirmity or judicial sentence, be incapacitated from acting, we must 
not be understood as maintaining that any powers or duties of the Episcopate 
can be assumed by that Committee which the Bishop himself has the right and 
the ability to perform. For this reason, as well as others, your Committee, 
anxious to avoid any ground open to doubt or debate, recommend, that in all 
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cases where the right or the anthority of the Bishop to act may (by any con1 
stroction) be supposed to exist, the Standing Committee shonld proceed in any 
action it shall take therein, in concarrence with him» or with his consent or 
approbation, in the manner herein after mentioned. Bach a conrse and form of 
proceeding will have the advantage of affording a mode of obviating the literal 
objection as to the defect of power nnder these pecnliar circnmstances, withont 
conflicting with or abandoning the rights of the Standing Committee to exercise 
the full Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, as in case of a literal vacancy, 
if that be received as the sounder legal and canonical interpretation of their 
powers. 

Assuming, then, that inasmuch as the Bishop, though suspended from the 
exercise of his functions, is still the Bishop of this Diocese, the case of " a va- 
cancy in the Episcopate," or ** there being no Bishop in the Diocese," has not 
occurred in any such sense as to invest the Standing Committee with the power 
devolving on them in a vacant Diocese ; your Committee would suggest, that 
all the necessary acts of Ecclesiastical authority may still be validly exercised, 
in the manner and on the principle which we shall now submit to your con- 
sideration. 

The Standing Committee is not only in its Constitution the organized and 
permanent representative body of the Diocesan Convention during its recess, 
but is canon ieally declared to be the "council of advice to the Bishop," and is 
authorized, and therefore directed, — for all such grants of power imply the dis- 
charge of the attendant dnties,-«to meet and act on their own motion, '* when- 
ever they may be disposed to advise the Bishop." They are, moreover, under 
our Canons, made a necessary and efi'ective part of the Ecclesiastical authority* 
" even when there is an acting Bishop." If, therefore, this Committee should 
prooeed in the undoubted discharge of its power to advise all such measures as 
may appear to be of urgent necessity and propriety, every such recommendation 
to which the Bishop should give his assent, or to which (from any reason what- 
ever) he does not object, must have, under any aspect of the case, the whole 
weight of authority, denominated in canonical language, '* the Ecclesisstioal 
authority of the Diocese." 

As every act of a Standing Committee, deemed to have in itself fall powers as 
in case of a vacancy, rests upon those powers for its validity, the implied or 
expressed assent of the suspended Bishop added thereto, (as a measure " ^ 
abundanti e€nttela/*) nmy be expedient to satisfy doubts, but cannot vitiate that 
which is in itself valid. But, on the other hand, if the competency of the Stand- 
ing Committee for such acts be contested when acting merely on their oV?n 
authority, those who deny that competency cannot well question such acts 
when they proceed from the recognized advising body, and have the assent of 
the Bishop, or are not objected to by him. 

Nor is there any sufficient reason to impeach the validity and efl^ect of such a 
a consent of a suspended Bishop, nnlesB it be upon the single ground that, by 
the operation of the suspension of his powers, and the right interpretation of the 
canonical rule, the whole Eedesiastieal anthority has passed to the Standing 
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Committee. If that be not conceded, then, upon well«4ettled and solemnly adjadg* 
ed legal principles, the assent of a saspeDded public officer, where the assent of 
such officer is required to give legal effect to any act, is as valid as that of the same 
officer under no temporary disability . Without entering into any general argu- 
ment, the Committee are content to rest this position upon the clear legal rea- 
soning and great authority of Chief Justice Holt, and the decision of the KingV 
Bench upon this very point. 

In the case oi PhiUips vs. Bury, (II. T. R., 351. Skinner's R. 447,) a question 
Was made as to the validity of a sentence of deprivation pronounced by the offi- 
cial visitor of a college upon its Rector. The Court held that the " Statutes 
appoint that the consent of the seven senior fellows shall be necessary ; but 
they were of opinion that (four of these fellows being then suspended) the de- 
prived fellows continued fellows, notwithstanding the suspension, (which was 
db officio et benefieio,) and for that reason the sentence in the case, not having 
the concurrence of the seven seniors, was therefore void." Justice Eyre said : 
" A fellow suspended continueth a fellow still, certainly, because that the disa- 
bility being taken off he wants no new admission ; and therefore such a sus- 
pension cannot amount to an amotiont which only can make him cease to be a 
fellow.'' Loid Chief-Justice Holt, who differed from his brethren as to the 
necessity of such consent in the case, yet thus expresses bis assent as to the 
validity of such consent and the right to give it, if necessary, though given by 
officers under sentence of suspension : — " I do agree if their consent had been 
necessary, the suspension doth not make them no fellows during the suspen- 
sion, for it is only an impediment to them from enjoying any benefit from their 
office, but it makes no vacancy in the office at all. For if a minister is suspended, 
during the suspension, his place is full ; and if the Rector had been suspended, 
the Rectory had been full, and he might with the fellows, have maintained an 
assize of the lands of the college, and he is as much a Rector as before ; and a 
suspended fellow is as much empowered to consent as he was before." 

These opinions are entitled to the greater weight from the consideration that 
the subject of the effect and consequences of ecclesiastical and academic sus- 
pension, had, from the peculiar circumstances of that day, undergone great 
examination, as well legally and judicially as politically. 

Let us now apply this rule of action to one of the cases of most immediate 
necessity ; one too, which, in itself, would involve graver and more serious 
considerations than any other. We refer to the invitation of a Bishop of some 
other Dioceee, to perform Episcopal duties (such as ordination or confirmation) 
vi^thin this Diocese. 

The exclusive power to perform such offices in this Church, belongs of right 
to a Bishop ; and if no constitutional or canonical restraint existed, might be 
exercised by any Bishop in any Diocese. The provision in the Constitution 
adopted by our General Convention, enacts that, *' Every Bishop shall confine 
the exercise of his Episcopal functions to his proper Diocese, unless requested 
to ordain, or perform any other act of the Episcopal office, by a Church destitute 
of a Bishop." This is intended to secure to each Diocesan the exclusive control 
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of the power and fanctions of the Episcopate within his Diocese ; bdt, being 
for his benefit, it has never been doubted that it can be dispensed with at hi« 
pleasure ; and any other Bishop may, by the assent or invitation of the Dioce- 
san, perform Episcopal offices in his Diocese. Such official visits by the Bishops 
to perform their peculiar duties at the request (and in the place) of a brother 
Bishop, are of frequent occurrence, and may be found recorded in most of the 
Diocesan journals. 

If there be a Bishop of the Diocese capable of acting or assenting, the invita- 
tion must be given by him, because no other Bishop is otherwise authorized to 
perform Episcopal duties in his Diocese. If the Diocese be destitute of a Bishop, 
the invitation must be given by iUt Standing Committee. Again, if there be a 
Bishop, but be be incapable, from disease or from legal suspension by competent 
authority, of performing his Episcopal duties, his council, the Standing Com- 
mittee, may advise (and in some cases might be bound so to do) that some 
other Bishop be invited to perform those functions. If, then, from physical or 
intellectual disability to act directly upon such advice, or if the sentence of 
suspension should be held to extend to such an invitation, and to inhibit its 
exercise by the Bishop himself, that power and duty, would of necessity devolve 
upon the legal council of advice, as the only organ and Ecclesiastical authority 
of the Diocese capable of acting thereon. It would be for them to resolve upon 
the invitation to the visiting Bishop, and this when receiving the assent of the 
Diocesan, would become his act, and valid as to the waiving of bis own exclu- 
sive powers. 

The same principle of action may be applied to all the other canonical rights 
of ** the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese," so far as the same can be 
administered by a Standing Committee under any circumstances whatever. 

When, therefore, by such a form of proceeding, a literal compliance with the 
language of the Constitution and Canons can be obtaineil, concurring at the 
same time in practical effect with the spirit and design of the whole code, and 
the self-interpretation of its own language, (when its various provisions are 
compared together,) it would seem that no valid objection could remain in 
respect to the right and duty of this Standing Committee to exercise for a time, 
and for all necessary purposes, the administrative Ecclesiastical authority of 
the Diocese, in the manner and with the limitations stated or suggested by 
your Sub-Committee.

COPIES OF 00RRX8P0NDBNCB WITH BISHOPS. 

The undersigned has received from the Secretary of the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese of New York, an extract from the minutes of that body request- 
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ing him to ordain Isaac P. Labagh, David Pise, Jr. and Groorge Honghton, can- 
didates for Deacons Orders in the Diocese aforesaid ; together with the assent 
of the Bishop of that Diocese, so far as he canon ioally may, and his request 
that sach ordination should take place in the Diocese of the undersigned. 

The undersigned sincerely desirous for manifold and urgent reasons to com- 
ply with this request, has given to it, the deepest and most deliberate consider* 
ation ; . seeking advice also in the premises from eminent Counsel as well as 
from his brethren of the Bishops and Presbyters most accessible to him. He 
regrets to say, he is unable from constitutional and canonical impediment, which 
seem to him inherent in the case, to do what he so much desires to do. There 
is added to this deep regret, sincere reluctance at being obliged to differ in 
judgment from those who combine the highest claims of wisdom and learning 
with those of the most endearing brotherhood asd friendship. 

By Canon X. of the Diocese of New York, it is provided that in case of a 
vaoency of the Episcopate, the powers and duties to be performed by the Bishop 
in matters of discipline, shall he performed by the Standing Committee, ex- 
cept in those oases where such powers are specially delegated te the Clerical 
members of said Committee. By Canon IV. of the Oeneral Convention of 
1832, it is enacted that where there is no Bishop the Standing Committee is the 
Ecclesiastical authority for all purposes declared in these Canons.'' The con- 
stitution adopted by the General Convention, Article IV. enjoins that every 
Bishop of the Church shall confine the exercise of bis Episcopal office to his 
proper Diocese, unless requested to ordain or confirm or perform any other act 
of the Episcopal office by any Church, destitute of a Bishop. The case of a 
Bishop requested by another Bishop to perform any such office in his stead is 
no exception to this rule and needs no consideration. " Qui faeit per aliuntf 
faeit per »e" 

In this state of the Ecclesiastical law the undersigned receives from the 
Standing Committee of the diocese of New York a request to ordain certain 
persons, candidates for orders in the same. The question at once arises, 
whether the Standing Committee in this case is the Ecclesiastical authority for 
that purpose. Is there <* a vacancy of the Episcopate 1" Canon X. of New 
York. Is there "no Bishop" of the diocese of New York 1 Canon IV. of the 
General Contention 1832. Is the Church in the diocese of New York *' destitute 
of a Bishop V Constitution Article IV. If these questions must all be an- 
swered in the negative, as certainly they must — the conclusion of the Standing 
Committee ** that the Rt. Rev. B. F. Onderdonk is still a Bishop/' '* the Bishop 
of this diocese,*' {Report p. 7,) being unquestioned and unquestionable, then it 
follows that the case does not exist, in which the Standing Committee would 
become for this purpose the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese. They are 
not authorized by the Canons to act. No Bishop of another diocese is permit- 
ted by the Constitution to officiate. In the words of the Standing Committee 
themselves, " the case of a vacancy in the Episcopate or there being no Bisbop 
in the diocese, does not occur according to the said letter of the Canons" (p. 7.) 

Can there be a case supposed, where strictness of construction should be more

insisted on 1 It is a question of fundamentals. The rights, the relations, the 
prerogatives, the duties, the responsibilities of the Episcopate are all involved 
in it. Can there be, in the same diocese, at the same time, more than one 
Ecclesiastical authority! Can the Ecclesiastical authority, jure divino, be in 
any case superseded, without express canonical proceedings, by an Ecclesias- 
tical authority jure hunumo 1 Can ihe Standing Committee of a diocese, in 
^'hich there is a Bishop declare itself the Ecclesiastical authority, and act as 
such and administer the Diocese, by Bishops invited for that purpose 1 It mat- 
ters nothing that the Bishop is consenting to it. He may consent for an unwor- 
thy motive as in case of heresy. Or he may be under a necessity to consent. 
If this can be done in any case, where is the limit beyond which it may not be 
done. Not in the Constitution. Is it in the Canons 1 Or is it in their discre- 
tion 1 Or is it— the case may be and so must be considered — in the mere po- 
pular will for the time being 1 Of course the present case is wholly without 
suspicion. But, for that very reason, it should be scrutinised more closely. Let 
this become a precedent. The next may be of an entirely different character. 
Then, to whom will the Standing Committee be amendable 1 Who can undo 
the consequences of their single act 1 '* Obsta principiis !'^ To the undersigned 
it seems that in the decision of this question, the whole of oar Ecclesiastical 
system is involved. Let it be once admitted that he whom God has put in 
trust with any diocese, as its chief minister, can be superseded, in any other 
way, than the strict letter of canonical provision, as sustained by Holy Sorip- 
ture and most ancient precedents, expressly sanctions, and the order of the 
Church, the independence of the Diocese, the security of Bishops are entirely 
put at stake. The aigument from^ inconvenience is not at all lost sight of. 
But no possible amount of inconvenience warrants the sacrifice of principle. 
To suffer hardness is the discipline of Christ. To bear is the chief triumph of 
the Cross. At the worst it can be but an unprovided case. Experience teaches 
wisdom. The Canons and the Constitution are ppen to amendments and addi- 
tions. The time involved is nothing, in comparison with the integrity of that 
most sacred trust which man receives from Gk>d, his holy Chnroh. It is a case, 
the undersigned feels bound to say, where inference from casual expressions^ 
In a code of laws, which, by confession, never has been well adjusted, and is 
not in strict accordance with itself, should not be sufficient in his judgment to 
come in to qualify, much less to set aside, express provision, in a question so 
momentous. 

But in the judgment of the undersigned, the inferential construction of other 
provisions of the Canon does not sustain the conclusion of the Committee. 
The question, it must be observed, is about *' the Ecclesiastical authority for all 
purposes declared in these Canons," {CanonlV. of OenercU Conventton of 1832,) 
and about the very highest exercise of that authority the administration of the 
diocese. If there bo partial trusts reposed in the Standing Committees for cer- 
tain purposes recognized by the Canons, to which the term Ecclesiastical au- 
thority is or appears to be applied, they stand on the sole strength of that re- 
cognition, whether it be nioife or less; they are to be taken as, and so far as, they 
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are given and not otherwise or farther ; they certainly cannot be made of each 
comprehension as to take in the whole field of Diocesan administration, nor of 
such vigor as to do away express and positive limitations or prohibitions. Al- 
lusion is here made to be several provisions, under Canon III. of 1844, for the 
publication of Ecclesiastical sentences in the case of Bishops : from which the 
Standing Committee infer, either that the publication of the sentence, in case of 
suspension, in the diocese of the suspended Bishop, is not provided for at all ; 
or else, that the Standing Committee of the diocese, in that case, although 
there is a Bishop, is the Ecclesiastical authority. It certainly would be no vio- 
lent supposition, to take the former of these two alternatives : that, in a Canon, 
on a subject of great perplexity, never before acted on, such an omission should 
have occurred. But it would be a most violent construction, to infer from a cer^ 
tain special delegated duty, to publish a sentence in a case of discipline, the 
whole right to administer a diocese. Which is the greater risk ! The practical 
anomaly of a sentence not provided to be published in the diocese most con- 
cerned in it 1 Or the inclusion of all Ecclesiastical authority in the direction 
to perform a stated ministerial act ? The undersigned is bonnd to say that he 
much more readily admits that *' this Canon means that the sentence need not 
be sent to the Standing Committee under the sixth section and need not be read 
in the Churches of ihe diocese of the suspended Bishop under the 9ih section," 
than that by any inference drawn from the opposite construction '' the Standing 
Committee of such diocese is fully recognized as its Ecclesiastical authority (p. 9.) 
The further conclusion which the Standing Committee draw, as to the sound- 
ness of the inference from construction, from the fact that the Presiding Bishop, 
being ordered by the Court to communicate the official sentence to the Ecclesi- 
astical authority of every diocese, transmits a certified copy of it to the Secre- 
tary of the Standing Committee of the diocese, of New York, for promulgation 
in that diocese is conclusive only as to the individual opinion of the Presiding 
Bishop on this subject, and not as to '' the view of this sentence and notice as 
understood by the Court." 

But the Standing Committee, assuming'* that inasmuch as the Bishop, though 
suspended from the exercise of his functions, is still the Bishop of this Diocese, 
the case of a vacancy in the Episcopate f or there being no Bishop in the Diocese, 
has not occurred in any such sense as to invest the Standing Committee with 
the power devolving on them in a vacant Diocese," (p. 11,) fall back upon the 
character with which the Canons invest ihem, as *^ the council of advice to the 
Bishop;'' and take the ground, that if they ''should proceed in the undoubted 
discharge of their power to advise all such measures as may appear to be of 
urgent necessity and propriety, every such recommendation to which the Bishop 
should give his assent, or to which (from any reason whatever) he does not 
object, must have, under any aspect of the case, the whole weight of authority, 
denominated, in canonical language, the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese,** 
Now, in the first place, where is the ground for considering the Bishop and 
Standing Committee of a Diocese taken together, as the Ecclesiastical authority 7 
The Bishop of a Diocese is undoubtedly its Ecclesiastical authority, in the 
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highest sensd of the term. Where there is do Bishop the Standing Gomn^ttee 
is ruled to be the Ecclesiastical authority for all purposes declared in the Can- 
ons. But on what ground, if there be a defect in either, can the two combined 
supply it; so that though neither does entirely, both together, do possess, ''the 
whole weight of authority,'* so denominated ! So far from that, they cannot even 
exist together in the character of the Ecclesiastical authority. If the Bishop is, the 
Standing Committee is not. If the Standing Committee is, it is because the Bishop 
is not ; in canonical phrase, because there is no Bishop. In the Diocese of New 
York there is a Bishop. The Standing Committee, then, is not the Ecclesiastical 
authority, nor any part of it, so that what it may not possess the Bishop, by assents 
ing or by not objecting, may supply. To repeat, what is of first importance to be 
borne in mind, they cannot exist together as the Ecclesiastical authority, for all 
purposes declared in the Canons ; of course, not for the administration of the 
Diocese. But finally, suppose they could — suppose the Standing Committee com- 
petent to administer the Diocese, as the Elcclesiastical authority, so far forth at the 
Bishop may assent or not object. To what does that amount ia the present casaf 
The sentence of the Court convened for the trial of the Bishop of New York 
declares him to be suspended ** from all exercise of his Episcopal and ministerial 
functions." Now, this sentence must be void or it must be valid. The Standing 
Committee raise the question without coming to any decision ; and it falls not 
within the province of the undersigned to do, what they do not. But if it be void, 
there is certainly no case for the action of the Standing Committee as the Ecclesi- 
astical authority. And if it be valid in suspending the Bishop from *' all exercise 
of his Episcopal functions," it just as effectually withdraws fix)m him the power to 
assent to their exercise by any other. The undersigned applies this conclusion no 
further than to the request made to himself and to his own rights and duties in the 
premises. He does not feel at liberty to accede to the request, as made to him by 
the Standing Committee, on the ground that as there is a Bishop of the Diocese, 
they are not the Ecclesiastical authority. 

He does not feel at liberty to accede to the request, as made to him by the 
Standing Committee, with " the assent of the Diocesan," and thus, in their own 
language becoming his act," (p. 12,) on the ground- that, by the sentence of 
suspension, he is declared incapable of exercising any Episcopal function, andij 
of delegating them to any other. He regards himself as thus precluded from act- 
ing in the premises by the terms of the Constitution, Art. IV., which declares that 
every Bishop shall confine the exercise of his Episcopal office to his proper Dio* 
cese, unless requested to ordain or confirm, or perform any other act of the Epis- 
copal office by any Church destitute of a Bishop. 

The undersigned deeply regrets a conclusion which obliges him to depart from 

the judgment of those whom he has so long regarded with affection and respect, 

and to withhold himself from even the smallest service to a Diocese in which his 

youth was nurtured, to which he was indebted for both his inferior orders of the 

sacred ministry, and for whose Bishop he entertains no other sentiments than 

those of confidence and love.

To the Standing Committee of ike Dioeete of New York, — 

Dbak Brxthrxn: 

I have received, through your Secretary, the Rev. Dr. Wainwright, yonr re- 
qoest to admit to Priest's orders, the Rev. Yandervoort Bruce, a Deacon of the 
Diocese of New York : and an attested copy of the written consent of Bish(^ 
Beiyamin T . Onderdonk, that I be requested to admit Mr. Bruce to Priest's 
ocders in my own Diocese, at such time as may suit my convenience. 

With the most sincere desire to comply with the wishes of the Standing Com- 
mittee and the Bishop of New York, I yet find myself involved in some doubt as 
to the course of duly in this matter. 

If I consider the request to ordain Mr. Bruce as emanating from the Bishop 
solely, then complying with it is to recognize his right to act, and thus practically 
to sanction and to abet a nullification of the sentence of the Court, which sugpende 
him from acting in his office of Bishop, In such a view, I may subject myself to 
presentment. 

If I consider the request to ordain Mr. Bruce as emanating from the Standing 
Committee, and not from the Bishop, then by accepting it I declare, practically, 
tiiat I consider the Diocese vacant, and that the sentence of suspension on the 
Bishop vacated the Diocese. I do not hold any such opinion, but think with the 
Standing Committee, that Bishop Onderdonk is still the Bishop of New York, 
though suspended. 

If I consider the request as emanating /otn^/y from the Standing Committee and 
Bishop, then complying with it is to act under an authority which the Canons no- 
where recognize ; and which seems to imply, that although neither the Standing 
Committee nor the Bishop separately, have power to act, yet by uniting in the 
act and the request, they thereby acquire power to do the one and make the 
other. 

With my present views of the constitutional and canonical provisions of the 
Church, I should, as at present advised, be disposed to decline acceding to the 
request ; but, with the warmest feelings of sympathy in the trials and difficulties 
of the Standing Committee and the Bishop, and anxious to meet whatever may be 
the call of duty in the matter, I will not absolutely decline, but ask some further 
time to consider whatt« ray duty in the premises.

earring.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 24th March, contain- 
ing the testimonials of certain candidates, with a request of the Standing Com- 
mtttee of New York, concurred in by the Bishop that I would admit them to 
the Holy Order of Deacons. My absence from home has occasioned the tar- 
diness of this reply. 

I consider the administrative powers of the Bishop of New York as entirely 
suspended by the decision of the late Court of Bishops. To recognize him aa 
acting conjointly with the Standing Committee, would seem to be a direct vio- 
lation of that decision. It is further my opinion that the exigency has not 
arisen, when the Standing Committee of New York, becomes according to the 
Constitution and Canons of the Church, the ** Ecclesiastical authority" of the 
Diocese ; and such too appears to have been the opinion of the Committee, 
when they invoked the concurrent authority of the Bishop. I certainly do not 
feel at liberty to recognize any such concurrent action. In the present condi- 
tion of the diocese of New York and acting ex necesaitate rei^ the Standing 
Committee alone might perhaps assume the exercise of the Ecclesiastical au- 
thority, without violating the spirit of our Church organization, but the correct- 
ness of such a course would hardly fail to be called in question. In Ecclesias- 
tical matters it is generally wisest to abstain from the exercise of doubtfiil 
powers, and your Committee may probably conclude to wait with patience till 
the Diocese shall be relieved from its present anomolous and unhappy position. 

Under all these circumstances of the case, I must respectfully decline to com- 
ply with the request of the Committee — I remain.

The Convention then resumed the consideration of the Report 
of the Committee on the Rules of Order. 
After sundry amendments, the Rules were adopted, as follows — 

RULES OF ORDER 

Of the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 

New York, 

I. At the opening of each Annual Convention, after Morning Prayer, Sermon, and > 
the administration of the Holy Communion, the President shall take the Chair; 
after which the order of proceedure shall be as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop ; or, in case of his absence or 
faMbility to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Stand- 
ing Committee, shall call oyer the names of the clergy entitled to seats. 
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2. He BhaU call over the Churches entitled to representation, when tho 
Lay Delegates shall present their certificates; which certificates shall be 
examined by the Secretaiy, and a Committee of two members appointed by 
the Presiding officer. Irregular or defective certificates, and certificates and docn* 
ments referring to contested seats, shall be temporarily laid aside. The names of 
the Lay Delegates, doly appointed, shall then be called: after which, the certifi- 
cates and documents laid aside shall be reported to the Convention, which shall 
decide on the admission of the Deputies named therein. 

3. A constitutional quorum (30 Clergymen and 30 Delegations) being present, 
the President shall declare the Convention organized for business ; which shall pro- 
ceed in the following order: 

4. Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall have 
power to appoint an Assistant Secretary. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Conunittees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation of Churches, one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen ,and two Laymen, with tlw 
Treasurer. 

(3) On the Treasurer's Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: One Clergyman and one Lay- 
man for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the Lay 
Votes, for the Standing Committee, the Deputies, and the Provisional Deputies to 
the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee 

8. The receiving, and referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to thelBecretary. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 

II. On the second day the Order of business, afler Morning Prayer, shall be : 

1. Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4. Report of Committee on the Incorporation of Churches. 

5. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

6. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

7. Annual Address of the Bishop : unless he should prefer another time 
for its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

8. The election of tlij Standing Committee, die Deputies, and the ProTi 
sional Deputies to General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

9. The appointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund. 

10. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer. 

11. Report of the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 
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12. Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

13. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and lafirm Clergymen. 

14. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer's Report 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Theological Seminary. 

16. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

17. Reports of Special Committees. 

18. Miscellaneous Business. 

HI. On the third and any sabsequent day, the order of business, after Morning 
Prayer, shall be 

1. Reading and approval of the minutes. 

2. Receiving the Certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

4. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order. 

5. Miscellaneoas business. 

lY. If the prescribed Order of Business on any day shall not have been gone 
through with, the first business on the succeeding day shall be the matters which 
had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that day pre' 
scribed : this rule shall not apply to miscellaneoas business. 

y. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter pre* 
sent, being entitled to a seat, shall take the Chair ; and in such case, immediately 
after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected by ballot, 
from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day *s proceedings 
shall be read and approved. 

VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belonging to 
this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of other 
Dioceses, "Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and ail persons holding any office or trust under the Convention,, if not 
members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 

yjll. The hours of each day's session shall be from 9 A. M. to 3 P. M., and 
when ordered by the Convention from 7 to 10 P. M. 

IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as fol- 
lows : 

The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled to 
vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be filled, 
to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of the same, 
keeping a poll list of the votes, and as soon as practicable to canvass the same, and 
report the results thereof to the Convention. If on any such report, it shall appear 
that no valid election has been made, in respect to all or any of the offices to be 
filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose of filling those which may 
remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the purpose shall not be accom- 
plished^ the balloting may be resumed at the discretion of the Convention. 
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X. No motion shall be considered as before the Conyention unless seconded, 
and, when requir^, reduced to writing. 

XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as herein- 
after provided, shall be received but to lay it on the table — to postpone it indefi. 
nitely — to postpone it to a certain time — to commit it — or to amend it : which mo- 
tions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to strike out the 
word ** Resolved^' shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and, if carried > 
shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 

XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are receiv * 
ed. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to amend 
the same may be made: no after amendment to such second amendment shall 
be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under consideration, 
a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No proposition on a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be received under color of a sub- 
stitute. 

XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

XIV . A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is speak, 
ing, and shall be decided without debate. 

XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before de- 
cision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the minutes. 

XVI. If a question under debate contain several dbtinct propositions, the same 
shall be divided, at the request of any member, and a vote taken separately. 

XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question without 
leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case, until every member 

choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

XVIII. Every member present shall vote, whenever a question is put, unless ex- 
cused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the re- 
sult, or for other cause. 

XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and nays, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 

XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a dele " 
gation, who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation, to have 
the fact of his dissent recorded on the minutes. 

XXI. A question being decided shall not be re-considered during the same ses- 
sion, without the consent of two-thirds of the membera present, nor without the 
motion for that purpose being made by one of the m^ority on the first decision. 
No question shall be re-considered more than once. 

XXII. All special-~Committees shall be appointed by the President unless other- 
wise ordered. 

XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be received 

of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on the minutes 

unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any action or expression 

of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied by a resolution or resola 

tions for its consideration. 

5 
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XXrV. When a member is called to order by the President or by another mem- 
ber, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All qaestions of 
order shall be determined in the first instance by the President; but any mem* 
ber may appeal from any decision of the chair ; and on such appeal no member 
shall speak more than once without leave of the Convention. 

XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor shall 
any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present: nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day's previous notice 
of a motion to that effect. 

On motion of James A. Hamilton, Esq., it was 
Resolved, That when this Convention adjourn, it adjourn to 
meet at seven o'clock this evening. 

The Rev. Dr. McVickar gave notice of his intention to move, 
to-morrow, the repeal of the XXth Rule of Order.

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment.

The Hon. Mr. Spencer, on behalf of the Special Committee of 
Twenty on the State of the Diocese, then presented the following 
Report : 

REPORT : STATE OF THE DIOCESE. 

The Committee to which was referred the Report of the Trostees of the Epis- 
copate Fund, the proceedings of Grace Church, Jamaica, and certain resolutions 
offered bj the delegate from the Church of the Ascension, in New York, and 
which Committee was also instructed to take into consideration the state of the 
Diocese, and report what measures, if anj; it is necessary for the Convention to 
adopt at this time, 

Respectfully report : 

The Report of the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund presents two distinct sub- 
jects for the action of the Convention. One of them, which the Conunittee pro- 
pose to consider first, relates to the act of incorporation of the Trustees, which 
passed the Legislature of this State at the late session, and a copy of which is sub- 
mitted by them. The act appears to be well adapted to the object, and the 
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Committee recommend to this Convention to accept the same, and to direet-tiie 
transfer of. the funds in the hands of the Trustees to the Corporation created by 
the act. A resolution for that purpose is snmbitted. 

Tj^e other subject, referred to by the Trustees, is the disposition of the income 
of the disposable fund in their hands, which accrued since the 3d of January hist, 
amonnting to $1,766 79, and the payment of which they have withheld from 
Bishop Onderdonk, in consequence of the sentence of suspension pronounced by 
the Court of Bishops. As the application of the income of this fund forms a part 
of the ^stem of measures reconunended by your Committee, the disposition 
which they propose to make of it will appear in a subsequent part of this Report. 
Connected with this Report is a fact which is inCerable from the present Report 
of the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund, as well as those which have been made 
for the last three or four years — which is, that the pledge given, by the Conven- 
tion of this Diocese, in 1H36, and renewed in 1838, and again confirmed in IS-ll, 
that the income arising from a principal sum of $90,000 should be applied to the 
support of the Bishop, has not been fulfilled. The Committee have not had time 
to make the necessary examinations which would enable them to state with aooa- 
racy the exact aooount of these arrears, but it is believed they have exceeded 
eight hundred dollars each year for the last four or five yeara. There is no diffi- 
culty in ascertaining the precise amount, time only being necessary to comparo 
the Reports of the Trustees. The Committee are unanimously, and decidedly, of 
opinion that the arrears should without delay be made up to Bishop Onderdonk, 
upon the principle that he was entitled to the full income of $90,000, irrespective 
of donations or provisions from other sources, at the rate of seven per centum per 
annum to the Sd day of January, 1845, and they herewith report a resolution 
instructing the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund accordingly. 

According to the instructions of the Convention, the Committee have taken into 
consideration the State of the Diocese. They and the whole Diocese now practi- 
cally and mournfully realize the solemn truth of the miucim, that there can be no 
Church without a Bishop. The churches, societies, and individuals of our commu- 
nion, are daily suffering for the want o( Episcopal acts. Our children cannot be 
confirmed, our edifices for worship cannot be consecrated, ministers cannot be 
instituted and settled, clergymen cannot be ordained, — ^in fine, the flock is without 
a shepherd, — a condition of disaster and peril which no words can magnify. 
Every day during which this condition is allowed to exist, increases and multiplies 
the embarrassments and difficulties of the Diocese. Our numbers, it is appre- 
hended, instead of increasing, as of late years, will rapidly diminish, from the 
desertion of those who are disappointed in not finding the order, peace, harmony 
and efficiency which they had expected in our communion. Very obvious, then, 
does your Committee conceive to be the duty of the Convention to provide all the 
relief in its power for this unhappy state of things, as soon as possible. It is very 
true, that under our Constitution and Canons, the legitimate powers of the Con- 
vention to provide a remedy are very few, and temporary ; and that ultimate and 
permanent relief can only be found in the action of the Greneral Convention of the 
Church. Yet it is very important that whatever powers we possess should be 
prompdy and vigorously exerted, not only to satisfy the wants and expectatioiis 
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of the memben of oar commimion, bnt to vindicato onr sjstem of ecclesiastical 
. gDyernment, hj showing that it is eqaal to any emergency that can arise. 

The measures of relief which the Committee reconmiend to the Convention, are 
the following. In the firat place, the expression of an opinion tliat the pro- 
^ceedings of the Standing Committee, in obtaining from other Bishops acts of Epis* 
copal anihori^ for this Diocese, were jostified by the Canons of the Chnrch, and 
were highly commendable ; that the Committee should continue its own name nnd 
authority to provide for the wants of the Diocese, so long as the present state of 
things continues, by inviting the performance of such Episcopal acts as may be 
necessary within the Diocese, or for it, by Bishops of the Charch, and that the 
expenses of such services shonld be defrayed out of the income of the Episcopal 
Fund. And to strengthen the Standing Committee tod make it more clearly their 
duty to act in the manner proposed, in the existing emergency, by certain amend- 
ments to the tenth of our Diocesan Canons. 

By these means, it is hoped our immediate and most pressing wants can be sup- 
plied temporarily, by other Bishops of the Church. But as already remarked, the 
final and permanent remedy must come from the General Convention, and that 
which your Committee consider the most speedy, the most efficient, and the most 
in harmony with our institutions, consists in obtaining the enactment of such 
CanonSy by the Greneral Convention, as are adapted to the case of a suspended 
Bishop, and which will allow the election of another with full Episcopal 
authority. It will doubtless be competent to the General Convention to devise 
other moans of relief, without giving them a retrospective or ex post facto opera- 
tion. But nothing has suggested itself to your Committee more free from objec- 
tions, or more decided and effectual, or better calculated to tranqailize the Dio- 
cese, than the certainty of its being supplied by an Assistant Bishop of its own 
choice, at a period not remote. The two years which must elapse before this 
remedy can be applied, bo far from being objectionable in the view of your Com- 
mittee, is rather an argument in its favor, as it affords an opportunity for whatever 
of excitement that may have existed, to subside, — ^for alienations to be reconciled ^ 
for calm and deliberate consideration, and for a harmonious and happy choice. 

The other means of relief which have been submitted to the consideration of 
the Committee, were those contained in the proceedings of Grace Church, 
Jamaica, declaring that a resignation by Bishop Onderdonk, could alone restore 
the Diocese to its late prosperous and united condition ; and that, in the event of 
such resignation, an adequate provision should be made for his future support 
This proposition has appeared objectionable to your Committee in both its 
branches. The Convention has no fund at its disposal which it could lawfully 
apply to the support of any individual. The income of the Episcopate Fund is 
sacred to the purposes of the Episcopacy, and could be applied only to the support 
<^ one who had the legal cliaracter of a Bishop. The other branch of the propo- 
sition, which contemplates the ofBcial application of this Convention to an officer of 
the Diocese to sun'ender his office, independent of other objections, would seem to 
be wholly beyond the competency of the body, and a violation of all the usages of 
similar public bodies in this country ; besides indicating, in the opinion of your 
Committee, a want of proper dignity and self-respect, in soliciting as a favor, what 
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an indiyidaal may either grant or refuse. When legislative bodies speak, it 
should be onlj in the langoage of authority. 

Another means of relief, similar in its character, and having in view the 
same object, viz., the resignation of Bishop Onderdonic, was contained in the 
resolutions offered by the delegate from the Church of the Ascension, New 
York, which proposed to declare the conviction of this Convention, ** that 
Bishop Onderdonk can never perform Episcopal functions in this diocese with 
any prospect of usefulness to the church." The only object of such a declara- 
tion must be, by the statement of such a fact to appeal to the conscience of 
Bishop Onderdonk, and thus urge him to a resignation. It is therefore liable to 
the objection stated in referejice to the resolution of Grace Church, Jamaica. 

For the reasons stated, as well as others that will occur, your Committee 
recommend that the resolution of the delegate from the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, and that of Grace Church, Jamaica, be laid upon the table, not being within 
the legitimate sphere of action of this Convention. 

The only remaining topic which has occupied the attention of your Commit- 
tee, is the condition of Bishop Onderdonk. Tour Committee believe that al- 
though suspended, he is yet Bishop of this Diocese, so that no other Bishop 
can be elected in his place, and they have concurred in recommending to the 
Convention a resolution to that effect, and another declaring the respect which 
should be paid to the sentence of the Court of Bishops. Believing him to be 
our Bishop, and to form a part of the Episcopate, and therefore within the ob- 
jects for which the Episcopate Trust Fund was created, the Committee recom- 
mend the payment to him, annually, of an income not more than adequate to 
his support. 

In concluding this report upon the various and somewhat delicate and com- 
plicated subjects before them, the Committee would observe that they have not 
sought, and have not expected, to satisfy the extreme views or wishes of 
any. They are quite aware of the great difierences of opinion which prevail, 
and their sincere object has been to devise and recommend a course which 
should commend itself to the calm and considerate who had in no way become 
compromitted, either in their feelings or opinions by the agitations which have 
existed, which should avoid all crimination or recrimination, and all occasions 
for either, which should provide finally and effectually, at least so far as this 
Convention has the power, for the present as well as for the future wants of this 
Diocese, which we fondly hope will give peace and quiet to our Church, and 
enable its members to rally their energies in its support, and in the maintenance 
of its charities and institutions ; so that by the blessing of its Divine Head, we 
may be united and happy.

1. (Episcopate Fund, Trtuteet, 4^.) 

Resohedf That this Convention accept the Act of Incorporation passed by 
the Legislature of this State at its last Session, entitled, '* An act to incorporate 
the Trustees for the management and care of the Fund for the support of the 
Episcopate for the Diocese of New York/' passed May 14, 1845, by a two-third 
vote. 

Retohed, That the present Trustees of the Episcopate Fund be authorized, 
and directed to transfer all the fuuds in their hands, both principal and interest 
and all securities and other papers relating to the said funds, to the Trustees 
named in the said Act of Incorporation, by their corporate name,|[to be received, 
had and held by them, in their corporate character. 

2. (Payment of Arrears to Bishop Onderdonk.) 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopate Fund be, and they are, hereby 
authorized and directed to settle with the Rt. Rev. B. T. Onderdonk, for the 
arrears of salary due him, as Bishop of this Diocese, according to the engage- 
ments of the Convention in 1836, and renewed in 1838, and again confirmed in 
1844, upon the principle that he was entitled to the income of $90,000 at the 
rate of 7 per centum per annum, to the 3d day of January, 1845, and to pay him 
the amount of the said arrears so ascertained, without reference to any pay- 
ments other than those made by the Trust^s of the said fund, out of any 
monies in their hands. 

3. (Standing Committee — its potoer and duties.) 

Resolved^ That, in the circumstances caused by the suspension of the Rt. 
Rev. B. T. Onder Jonk, as Bishop of this Diocese, the proceedings of the Stand- 
ing Committee, in inviting Bishops of other Dioceses to perform Episcopal acts 
for this Diocese, were justified by the canons of the Church, and the exigency 
of the occasion, and were highly commendable : and that until effectual and 
permanent provision be made for the supply of Episcopal services, the Standing 
Committee should continue, in its own name and authority, to invite the per- 
formance of such Episcopal acts, for or within the Diocese, as may be neces- 
sary, by Bishops of this Church, and that the expenses of such services shall 
be paid out of the income of the Episcopal Fund. 

That to remove all doubts as to the duty of the Standing Commttee under 
the canons of this Diocese, to provide for the performance of those Episcopal 
acts, without which a Church cannot be maintained — 

Resolved, That the second section of the Xth canon of this Diocese be 

amended as follows : 

Ist. By inserting after the words *'in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate,*' in 
the first line, the following, " of the inability, disability, or absence from the Di- 
ocese of the Bishop." 

2d. By adding the following at the end of the said section : 
And in all cases where, in the opinion of the Standing Committee, acts of 
the Episcopal ofiice are neceteary, for or within this Diocese, during a vacancy 
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i^ the Kpiscopate, or during the inability, disability or absence from the Diocese, 
of the Bishop, the Standing Committee shall invite a Bishop of this Church to 
perform such acts, the expense of which will be provided for by the Convention 
of the Diocese. 

4. {Assistant Bishop.) 

This Convention being deeply sensible of the hazardous condition of the Dio- 
cese, and of the absolute necessity of some effectual and permanent provision 
being made for the performance of Episcopal acts therein : 

Resolved, That the Delegates from this Diocese, in the General Convention 
he desired to use all proper efforts to obtain the enactment of such Canons by 
the General Convention as are adapted to the case of a suspended Bishop in 
any Diocese,and will allow the election of another, with full Episcopal authority 
in himself, and in no way dependent on the Bishop during his supension. 

5. {Bishop Onderdonkf 4c.) 

Resolved, As the opinion of the Convention, that the sentence of suspension 
pronounced by the Court of Bishops upon the Rt. Rev. Benjamin T. Onderdonk, 
is to be deemed and taken as valid until declared otherwise by some competent 
tribunal, and should be respected and regarded accordingly. 

That although the said Rt. Rev. B. T. Onderdonk is, during the continuance 
of the sentence of suspension disqualified for the performance of every act of 
Episcopal authority, yet, that he is in fact, and in law, the Bishop of this dio> 
cese, so that no Bishop could be elected in his place. That the fund set apart 
by the resolutions of this Convention, of 1838, for the support of the Episcopate 
in this diocese, is a trust fund, applicable only to the support of the Episcopal 
office, and that so long as that office is filled, the incumbent has a just claim 
upon the income of said fund for his reasonable support. 

That, as under present circumstances the said Rt. Rev. B. T. Onderdonk will 
not be exposed to many of the expenses attending the Episcopate, and as a por- 
tion of the said income will necessarily be required to defray the future expen- 
ses consequent upon the performance of Episcopal acts in this Diocese, it is 
reasonable and just that such portion should be reserved for those purposes, as 
being strictly within the objects of the Trustees. And the Trustees of the 
Episcopate Fund are therefore directed to pay over to the said Rt. Rev. B. T. 
Onderdonk, out of the income of the said fund, (excepting the portion thereof 
set apart for accumulation,) the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars, to 
oommence from the 3d of January, 1845, annually, until otherwise directed by 
the Convention of the Diocese of New York : 

And that out of the residue of the said income, the said Trustees pay, on 
the order of the Standing Committee, the amount of all expenses attending the 
performance of Episcopal acts in the Diocese by Bishops who shall be invited 
by them to perform the same. 

The following Report of the Minority of the same Committee 
was presented and read by the J^ev. Dr. Whitehouse : — 
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REPORT: MINORITY. 

The undersigned, a minority of the Committee on the State of the Diocese 
to whom was referred the several papers relating to the case of the Rt. Rev. 
B. T. Onderdonk, dissent so entirely from many of the views expressed, and 
the measures recommended by the majority, that they are constrained to ask 
the indulgence of presenting their separate views. 

Without attempting to express at length their objections to the course sug- 
gested for the action of the Convention by the said Committee, the minority 
would briefly state that they felt unwilling, even in the form of a mere truism, 
to affirm any thing on the validity of the sentence of the court, or the possible 
relation of it to any other tribunal for reversion or affirmation. 

The minority were also unwilling to affirm that the Rt. Rev. B. T. Onder- 
donk, (whatever may be their individual opionion,) is the existent Bishop of 
this Diocese. 

The minority were unanimously and earnestly of opinion, that all arrears of 
the salary of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Onderdonk ap to January 3, 1845, should be 
at once faithfully paid, according to the pledge of the Convention, allowing to 
the diocesan, for the time being, the interest of the principal sum of $90,000. 
They also hold, that from some source or other, the Church of this diocese 
should make honorable provision for the comfortable maintenance of the bishop, 
in the event of his retiring from the office. But, they were unwilling to re- 
commend that any part of the Episcopal fund (hitherto appropriated) should be 
alienated from the Rt. Rev. Bishop B. T. Onderdonk, if he be, and so long as 
he continues to be the actual Bishop of this diocese ; or, if he be not so, that 
any arbitrary portion of the income of that trust should be diverted from its 
specific object — the support of the Episcopate of this diocese. And farther, 
that in no form, and on no grounds could they join in recommending altera- 
tions of the canons, instruction of delegates, or any measure having for their 
object the procuring of an assistant or suffragan Bishop for this diocese. 

Thus recording their dissent from the whole tenor of the plan proposed by 
the majority — the minority are bound briefly to express their own views. 

On all the questions involved in the several resolutions of the report just 
read, the minority consider that the differences of opinion are too great in this 
Convention, to allow the suggestion of any action, or any form of expressing 
that action, which can be expected to unite a sufficient number for an author- 
itative result. 

But the minority do believe that there is a conviction in the hearts of the 
larger portion of this Convention, that the voluntary resignation of the bishop 
would conduce to the peace, purity, and influence of the Church, and the best 
interests and dignity of the suspended Bishop. 

They feel assured that no power exists in this body, directly or indirectly^ 
to require such a resignation — but that as the representatives of the Churchy 
regarding with fidelity its sacred trusts — in a spirit which has ever been loyal 
and true to its diocesan, and appreciating that there may be in his breast the 
most painful struggle between the desiire of bis heart for retirement, and the 
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duty he owes to the office with which he has been invested, it is competent for ^ 
this Convention to express with jast grieG in heartfelt sympathy with thesus. - 
pended Bishop, in deepest regret fur this fatal sundering of the ties that have 
bound them to him, their solemn conviction that the-efTect of the late trial, and 
the sentence, has been, is, and will continue to be, such as to render injurious 
to the Church in this di^tcese , any resumption of the office of its Bishop, and 
the sacred functions thereto pertaining, under any probable condition of the 
removal of the sentence, or his own personal contrition and'devout life. 

We feel that such sentiments, tenderly expressed by a body in who&e aflec- 
tion, support, and still continued interest, the Bishop has every reason to confide, 
will have on his mind their influence, and contribute to guide to a course of 
action in which he will indeed act independently, and in view of his weigttty 
personal responsibilities, but will be aided m determining what sacrifice "the 
edifying and well-governing of the Church'' may demand from him, and in what 
attitude he can best hope to " show forth" for the future << an example of good 
works unto others, that the adversary may be a&hamed, having nothing to say 
against him.'' 

Most respectfully the minority bog leave to present these views in a resolu- 
tion, for the action of this Convention. 

Retohedf That this Convention, with bitter sorrow for the exigency which 
renders necessary the expression of such convictions, and in full recognition 
of the independent responsibility of the Bishop, for any course of action be 
may see fit to adopt, do hereby express their solemn belief, that the effect of the 
trial and sentence of the Ri. Rev. Bishop Onderdonk, has been, is, and will 
continue to be, such as to render injurious to the Church in this diocese, any 
resumption of the office of its Bishop, and the sacred functions thereto per- 
taining, under any future probable condition of the removal of the sentence, or 
his o-AU personal contrition and devout life.

for, or within the diocese, as may be necessary, by Bishops of this 
Church ; and that the expenses of such services shall be paid out 
of the income of the Episcopal Fund. 

Mr. Wood, a Lay Delegate from St. Mary's Church, Brooklyn, 
gave notice of an amendment proposed to Section 4, of Canon 2, 
as follows : After '* Convention," line 6th, insert, " unless he be

The Committee on the Diocesan Fund presented their report as 
follows : 

REPORT : DIOCESAN FUND. 

The Committee on the proper appropriation of the money received into the 
Diocesan Fund, respectfully recommend the adoption of the foIlowing^ 
resolution : 

Resolved, That there be paid to the Clergy attending the Convention, who 
reside more than twenty miles from the place of meeting, and whose parishes 
have contributed to the Diocesan Fund, according to the Canon, six cents per 
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mile, for every mile of the distance from their respectiTe parishes ; and that 
the remainder be appropriated to the printing of the Journal, and such other 
purposes as the Convention may direct.

The Convention met. Morning Prayer was read by the Rey, 
Orlando Harriman, Jr., Rector of St. George's Church, Hemp- 
stead ; the Rev. Robert B. Van Rleeck, Rector of St. Paul's 
Church, Troy, reading the Lessons. The Ante-Communion 
Service was read by the Rev. Mr. Van Rleeck, the Rev. Mr.

REPORT: ROLL OF THE CONVENTION. 

The Committee to whom was referred the List of the Clergy, submitted 
by the Secretary for the purpose of organizing the Conyeniion, together with 
the credentials of the Lay Delegates,— to report whether any names of Minis- 
ters are placed on such list who are not entitled to seats in this Convention, or 
whether the pames of any so entitled are omitted therefrom, and also to report 
upon the sufficiency of the certificates of the Lay Delegates,— beg leave to 
Report :

That, in the discharge of the duties imposed upon them by the resolution of 
the Convention, they have examined the List of the Clergy, which was read by 
the Secretary at the opening of the Convention, and find that objections under 
the strict letter of the Canons, might be raised to the seats of nearly all the 
olericai members of the Convention. 

The 30th Canon of the Greneral Convention of 1832, requires that a certificate 
(of a peculiar form) shall be presented to the Bishop, or when there is no Bishop 
to the Standing Committee of the Diocese, of the election of a minister into 
any Church or Parish, and jBUch certificate is to be transmitted to the Secretary of 
the Convention, who shall record it -in a book to be kept by him for that purpose. 

It is understood that in very few cases in this Diocese has the election of 
ministers been certified as required by this Canon, and the Secretary of the 
Convention has stated that no such book, as required by the Canon, has ever 
been kept by him. The Committee, beg to express their conviction that no cen- 
sure can attach to the Secretary, he having never received any such book from 
bis predecessor, and having never received any such certificate to be recorded ; 
and yet, by the second Canon of this Diocese, a compliance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, requiring such certificate, and the recording thereof, is 
made the evidence of the settlement of clergymen whose seats may be con- 
tested. 

From the necessity of the case, therefore, the Committee are unable to test 
the rights of all whose names appear on the list, by the only evidence which the 
Canon of this Church admits. 

Other difficulties present themselves in respect to other classes, growing out 
of the present situation of the Diocese ; for instance, in any case of the right 
of a clergyman claiming a seat by right of being ''employed as a missionary, un- 
der the direction of the Convention," the certificate of ^* the Bishop'* is made 
the evidence of his employment as such raissionaiy. 

The Committee have, therefore, in view of all the difficulties, and especially of 
the very lax practice into which, (in the absence of any contest of seats for a 
length of years,) the Convention has fallen, and believing that the spirit of the 
law has been complied with, although its formalities may have been omitted, 
determined not to examine into individual cases, except when specifically 
brought to their notice. Several such have been examined, and in each case, 
(except one hereafter refcfed to,) the Committee believe the member is entitled, 
under either the letter or the spirit of the Laws. The exception refered to is 
that of the Rev. Mr. Parks, Chaplain and Professor of Ethics and Moral Phi- 
losophy at the Military Academy at West Point. This Academy is not incor- 
porated, and yet it has all the sanctions of the Laws, and is sustained by the 
(jrovernment; the only difficulty is the technical one, of the want of an act of in- 
corporation,which the 3d Article of tlie Constitution requires. Mr. Parks is actu- 
aly engaged in the regular discharge of his ministerial duties at the Academy, 
but the Station is a Military one, and is not a Church in union wiih the Conven. 
tion. He has every right and claim under the spirit of the Constitution, save this 
technical deficiency. It is represented to the Committee, that the former uni- 
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-Academy, where that Station has been filled by a Minister of this Church, set- 
% led in this Diocese. 

Tills is the only case of a name on the list referred to the Committee, which 
'^hey deem it necessary to report specially to the Convention. 

SeTeral cases have been presented to their notice, where Clergymen whose 
loames are not upon the list, claim seats. 

The Rev. Joseph Ransom, Rector of St. Timothy's Chorch, Westfordt Otsego 
County ; the Rev J. J. Robertson, D. D. Rector of St. Anna's Church,.Fishkill 
Xanding ; the Rev. John McCarty, Rector of St. Paul's Church, Red Hook, 
3)utchess County. 

These gentlemen represent that they were canonically resident in some other 
Diocese. Having been invited to Churches within this Diocese; they applied to 
the Bishops of the Diocese, whence they removed for letters of dismission^ 
which have been refused them, solely upon thegrouud that their former Bishops 
decline (ander present circumstances,) to hold any official intercourse with tto 
Eoclesiastioal authority, in the Diocese of New York. These gentlemen, in the 
opinion of the Committee, come within the spirit of tlie laws, and have done all 
tkat in them lies, still by the 8d Section of 5 Canon of the General Convention of 
1844, they are still under the jurisdiction of the Diocese whence they removed, 
and by the 4th Section of the same Canon, they cannot at present be acknowl- 
edged by this Convention. 

Had their names been placed on the list which has been referred to your 
Committee, they would, (on the same principle, which governed the Com- 
mittee in the cases before alluded to,) have been permitted to remain ; but the 
Committee does not feel justified in placing them there in defiance of the letter 
of the Canon, although its spirit may well be appealed to in support of their 
claim. 

The Lay Certificates have also been carefully examined, and with the excep- 
tion of some eight or ten, there are none which may not be excepted to as in- 
sufficient, in some particulars ; very few show upon their face the authority by 
which the appointment was made, the qualification of the delegate, and the 
official station of the certifying officer. In one or other of these particulars, 
they are, (with the exception above mentioned,) all open to question. Id the 
opinion of the Committee, the certificate must show^hat the appointment was 
made, either by the Vestry or by the Congregation. In order to avoid question^ 
it is advisable to state that the delegates have the qualification required by the 
4th section of Canon II, of this Diocese ; and it must state the official character 
of the person certifying — viz. whether Rector, Warden or Clerk. 

In many cases the appointment is stated to have been made at a " Meeting 
of the Wardens and Vestrymen." Such meeting is not necessarily a Vestry 
Meeting, nor does it necessarily appear that the appointment by such a meeting 
is an appointment by the Vestry. The official title of *' Clerk," is one recog- 
niied and prescribed by the laws of the State, as well as by the Canon. The 
title of ** Secretary" is sometimes used. . The Secretary of a meeting of 
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Wardens and Vestrymen, may be a different person from *' ihe Clerk of the 
Vestry/* and the Canon designates the latter as a returning officer. 

The same reasons which have governed the Committee in respect to the 
Clerical Members, induce them not to question the rights of the Lay Delegates 
to their seats in the present Convention. A strict enforcement of the existing 
rules, might leave the Convention without a quorum, or else protract its sitting 
to an unreasonable length, in order to establish rights, which probably exist, 
although not sufficiently presented to the Convention. 

Although not entirely within the limits of duty prescribed to them, the Com- 
mittee hope that the exceedingly loose manner in which the rights of members 
of the Convention, (both Lay and Clerical) have hitherto been certified to the 
bedy, and the embarassroents which may arise from the continuance of sueh 
practices, will be their justification in recommending to the Convention the 
appointment of a Committee to take the whole subject into consideration, and 
to report at the next Convention. 

Jtesolvedf That a Committee of five be appointed to take into consideration 

ail existing Canons regulating and prescribing the qaalifications required, in 

order to become members of this Convention, with instructions to prepare a 

new Canor4 governing the whole matter, if such should be deemed neoessaiy, 

and to report to the next Convention.

The amendment of Canon IL, proposed by Mr. Wood, on 

Saturday, being called up, the Rev. Mr. Vinton moved the follow- 
ing amendment of the Constitution, as a substitute : 

After the words "Lay Members," in Article 3d, insert the 
words, " who shall be Communicants," and strike out the words " or 
more," and insert the words, " and not more than three." 

On motion, the subject was laid on the table. 

The Rev. Mr. Southard gave notice of his intention to propose 
to-morrow the following as a rule of order : 

"At the opening of every Convention, the Secretary shall assign 
to the different delegations their places in the Church, in the 
order in which their names are entered upon the roll ; and they 
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shall occupy the said places during all the sittings of that Con- 
vention ; and no member shall be suffered to stand unless he is 
addressing the Chair." 

The Order of business being resumed, and the second o£ the 
resolutions submitted by the Committee of Twenty, relative to the 
Standing Committee, being under consideration, Mr. Harison 
moved to dispense with the reference of the proposed alterations 
of the Canon to the Committee on Canons, in pursuance of 
Canon 19, of the Diocese. The motion was carried, unanimously. 

The Rev. Mr. Richmond moved to strike out the words " ab- 
sence from the Diocese," and transpose the word "or'' so that 
the words to be inserted in the Canon shall be '' or of the inability 
or disability of the Bishop." 

This amendment was adopted.

Tuesday, September 30th, 1845, 9 o'clock, a. m. 

The Convention met. Morning Prayer was read hy the Rev. 
Sheldon Davis, Rector of St. Peter's Church, Hobart, the Rev, 
James W. Stewart, Rector of St. Paul's Church, Oak Hill, reading 
the lessons. 

The minutes of yesterday's Session were read and approved. 

Mr. L. S. Comstock submitted a communication touching an 
application for aid to a Clergyman, from the Fund for Aged and 
Infirm Clergymen, which, on motion, was referred to the Trustees 
of that Fund. 

Leave was given to Mr. Hamilton to introduce the following 
proposed amendment to the Constitution : 

" After the word « Convention,' in the third line of the third 
article, insert the following words : * Each Church to have one 
Clerical and one Lay vote, and no more.' After the word * one,' 
in the same line, strike out the words * or more,' and insert ' and 
not more than three.' Strike out all the article from the word 
* congregation,' in the fourth line, and insert the following words : 
'And when more than one church or chapel shall be united under 
one vestry, the delegates from each such church or chapel shall 
be chosen by the respective congregations thereof, and not by the 
said vestry.' " 

The Rev. Dr. McYickar also submitted the following proposed 
alteration of the same article : 

** Strike out all after the words ' composed of,' and insert the 
following : * All clergymen canonically connected with the Diocese, 
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and not under Ecclesiastical censure ; and of Lay members con- 
sisting of one or more, not exceeding three Delegates from each 
Church, to be chosen by the vestry or the congregation/ " 

Both these proposed amendments of the Constitution were laid 
on the table. 

The resolution submitted by the Committee of Twenty on the 
state of the Diocese, touching an Assistant Bishop being under 
consideration, 

The Rev. Mr)Haight moved to amend the same by striking out 
all after the word " Resolved," and inserting the following : 

'' That this Convention, without expressing any opinion on the 
legal and Canonical questions growing out of the sentence pro- 
nounced by the Court of Bishops upon Bishop Onderdonk, — ^which 
sentence they hold to be valid until declared otherwise by some 
competent tribunal — look with confidence to the General Conven- 
tion, at its next Session, for the adoption of measures which shall 
effectually relieve the Diocese of New York in its present emer- 
gency." 

The Rev. Dr. Wainwright moved to amend this amendment by 
striking out all after the word ^* Resolved," and inserting the fol- 
lowing : 

" Whereas this Convention, with bitter sorrow for the emergency 
which renders necessary the expression of such conviction, and in 
full recognition of the independent responsibility of the Bishop for 
any course of action he may see fit to adopt, does entertain the 
solemn belief that the effect of the trial and sentence of the Right 
Rev. B. T. Onderdonk, has been and is now such as would render 
injurious to the Church in this Diocese any measures which might 
tend to the resumption of the office of its Bishop, and the sacred 
functions thereto pertaining; but inasmuch as the conscientious 
opinions and feelings of this Convention render at present imprac- 
ticable the expression of this conviction in a formal resolution, 
therefore. 

Resolved, That the whole question of the relations of Bishop B. 
T. Onderdonk to this Diocese be referred to the decision of the 
General Convention."

1st. By inserting after the words " in case of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate," in the first line, the following, " of the inability, or 
disability, of the Bishop." 

And the Canon was amended accordingly. 

The Trustees of the Fund for the Relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen made the following report : 

REPORT : AGED AND INFIRM CLERGYMEN. 

The TnisteeB of the Fond for the Relief of Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to 
whom was referred the application £)r aid from the said Fond, for a Clergyman in 
Western N. Y., respectfully report : 

That they have examined into the circamstances of the case, and find that the 
Rev. gentleman referred to, has for a long series of years, before the division of the 
Diocese, been in Canonical connection with it, and engaged in ministerial labors 
in the middle ooonties of the State ; and that his actual residence has, for very 
many years, been within the limits of the present Diocese of New York. 

Having been, at the time of the division, temporarily settled at a Parish in the 
western part of the State, he thereby became canonically connected with the 
Diocese of Western New York, in which connection he still continues, althoagh 
hia ministerial labors, for more than four years last past, have been confined to this 
Diocese. 

The Right Rev. Bishop of Western New York havmg expressed the opinion 
that the Clergyman in question is, in his judgment, entitled to look for aid from 
this Diocese ; and the Trustees, under all the circumstances, concurring in that 
opinion, recommend that they be authorized by the Convention, in considering his 
application, to dispense with the requirement of a canonical connection with this 
Diocese, aud likewise of the discharge of parochial or missionary duty within the 
same for such term of time as is imposed by the existing Rules.

Butitisnot'in my. own behalf, solely, that I 
rejoice in such a testimonial ; I reg ii 4 it as an earnest of good feeling on the 
part of the Convention, that after the animated debates had, upon deeply exciting 
topics, it has united in such a testimonials And I trust that the good feeling 
expressed towards the Chair, will be extended, by the members of the House 
each to the other. 

We are Brethren : all, we are bound to believe, acting from conviction, from 
principle, from conscience — all desiring peace-^the prosperity of the Church — and 
to promote the interests of true religion and virtue. If, then, in^th^ardor of debate, 
in the excitement of feeling, almost unavoidable, wher0 ^^li^yfij^c^ of such deep 
Interest are under consideration, any thing harsh^ . unkind or m^tisc^reet may have 
been said, let it be not only forgiven, butforgotte^n; and let tis^firesolve hereafter to 
meet on the common ground of peace and good-will.

The Committee appointed by the Convention to collect and record, with 
fiuitable tokens of respect, the names of those among the Ciergy of the Diocese, 
whom God, during the past year, has taken out of this world to the rest of His 
servants, make the following record : 

On Sunday, 29th December, 1844, at Setauket, Long Island, the Rev. Charles 
Seabury, Sector of C|iroline Church, in the 75th year of his age. He was the 
son of the first American Bishop, — Bishop Seabury, of Connecticut. In a long 
and useful life, he maintained, and set forth, in word and deed, the great princi-* 
pies and doctrines of the Gospel as held by the Church<^respected and be« 
loved by all who knew him. 

At Leetown, Virginia, at the residence of his father-in-law, on Sunday 
morning, March 33rd, the Ret. Freeman Clarkson, in the thirty-eighth year of 
bis age. His brief ministry, of less than five years, was spent in the Parish of 
St. Anna's, Fishkill Landmg, where his labors were most assiduous. 

On Tuesday evening, April 8th, aged seventy-one years, the Rev. James Mil* 
»0R, D. D , for tweniy-eight years Rector of St, George's Church, in the City of 
New York; the duties of which office he fulfilled with a fidelity and success 
beyond eulogy, An intelligent and virtuous man, a devout Christian, an 
eminently faithful Pastor, an untiring and efficient philanthropist— the whole 
Church laments his loss, and honors his memory. 

On Sunday, July 6th, at Poughkeepsie, the Rev. John I^eed, D. D.,aged sixty- 
eight yeiars, where, for thirty.seven years, he had filled the Rectorship of Christ 
Church. He removed to that Parish in 1808, and accomplished in its duties a 
long ministry, honored and beloved. 

On the 24th of August, at his late residence in New Rochelle, Westchester 
County, the Rev. Samuel Haskell, aged eighty-three years. He was for inany 
years Rector of Christ Church, Rye, In that County ; but, in consequence of 
advanced age had, for some time, retired from the active duties of the ministry,

New Yoek, Wednesday, Septembee 30, 1846. 

This being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York, for the meeting of 
the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy and 
Laity assembled for divine service, at 10 o'clock in the morning, in 
St. John's Chapel, in the City of New York, the place appointed by 
the Standing Committe, in the inability of the Bishop to act, for the 
meeting. 

Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Samuel M. Haskins, Rec- 
tor of St. Mark's Church, Williamsburgh ; the Rev. Thomas Mallaby, 
Rector of Trinity Church, Plattsburg, reading the lessons. The 
Ante-Communion service was read by the Rev. William Berrian, 
D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, New York ; the Rev. Jonathan 
M. Wainwright, D. D., an assistant minister of Trinity Church, 
New York, reading the Epistle. The Sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Benjamin I. Haight, D. D., Professor of Pastoral Theology 
and Pulpit Eloquence in the General Theological Seminary. The 
Holy Communion was administered by the Rev. Dr. Berrian, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Drs. Lyell, Wainwright, and Creighton. 

In the absence of the Bishop, the Convention was called to order 
by the Secretary, and the Senior Presbyter present, the Rev. Thomas 
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Lyell, D. D., Rector of Christ Church, New York, took the Chair, 
pursuant to the Fifth Rule of Order. 

The Secretary then proceeded, under the direction of the Stand- 
ing Committee, to call the names of the Clergy of the Diocese enti- 
tled to seats, when the following gentlemen answered to their names, 
and took their seats as memben, Ti2 :

On the 29th, I consecrated St. James's Church, Hyde Park, at which 
time also, I admitted Mr. Cornelius Donald McLeod, and Mr. Phineas 
Manning Stryker, to the Holy Order of Deacons— on which occasion, I 
preached and administered the Holy Communion.

The Secretary would embrace this occasion to state, that not having been 
able in past years, to make, oj procure to be made a written record of the 
proceedings of the Convention, which is of any more value than the prin- 
ted Journal, it is, in his judgment, inexpedient to continue to incur the ad- 
ditional expense of transcription. 

The Secretary would further say, that there are now in his possession a 
number of bound volumes of Journals, of this, and other Dioceses, forming 
a valuable collection of Church documents : and would recommend to the 
Convention to take order as to their deposit in some convenient and safe 
place, where they will not be so much exposed to injury and loss from re- 
moval, fire, and the like, as they must be when in the keeping of a private 
individual.

The Trustees further report, that immediately after the adjournment of 
the last Convention, they met and organized as a Corporation, under the 
act of the Legislature for that purpose, and appointed William Bard Presi- 
dent, and Isaac A. Johnson, Secretary and Treasurer. They subsequently 
procured a common seal for the use of the Corporation, and caused asai^- 
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ments of the bonds, mortgages, and other property of the Fond, to be mad* 
to them in their corporate character, so that all the assets of the Food ai0 
now legally vested in the Corporation. 

They further report, that in pursuance of the instmotions given them 
by a resolution passed at the last Convention, they eiamined the claim of 
Bishop Onderdonk for arrears of salary, due him as Bishop of the Diooeae, 
to the 3d day of January, 1845, in order to liquidate and settle the aama; 
and upon such examination they ascertained, that the amoimt due and 
owing to him for such arrears, to that date, including interest, was $4,- 
904 72. This amount, however, had been reduced by payments made to 
him from interest which had accrued prior to the 3d of January, 184ft, so 
that the actual balance due him at the time of passing sjjich resolution by 
the Convention, was $4,228 81, which amount, with interest, the Tmataes 
have paid him from time to time, as they were in funds, amounting in the 
whole to 84,279 96. 

The Trustees further report, that in the month of December last, fhey 
received a requisition from the Standing Committee of the Diocese, for the 
sum of $500, to be paid to the Right Rev. Sam'l. A. MoCoskry, for his vis- 
itation of the Diocese at their request, as authorized by a resolution of the 
last Convention. Having no money of the Disposable Fund wherewith to 
respond to this demand, they thought it advisable to borrow the same 
from the Accumulating Fund, of which there happened to be that amount 
in hand unappropriated ; and accordingly they passed a resolution authori- 
zing the payment out of the moneys belonging to that Fund, and direct- 
ing the return of the same with interest as soon as possible after the pay- 
ment of Bishop Onderdonk. In the month of February last, a second 
demand was made on the Trustees, by the Standing Committee, for a like 
sum of $500 for the same purpose ; but, as in the former case, the Trus- 
tees were without funds, and could not pay the same, except by resorting 
to another loan; which expedient, rather than leave Bishop McCoskry un- 
paid, they deemed it best to adopt. The Trustees considered themselves 
the more justified in this course, by the fact that the debt to Bishop Onder- 
donk was then so far reduced, that they would be enabled very soon to 
pay the same in full, and in a few months thereafter, to refund any money 
they might find it necessary to borrow ; and they have now the satisfac- 
tion to state (Bishop Onderdonk having been paid) that the interest paya- 
ble in Ociober and November next, together with the amount in hand Mrill 
be sufficient to repay the two loans, and leave a small balance in the 
Treasurer's hands.

REPORT: FUND FOR AGED AND INFIRM CLERGYMEN- 

The Trdstees of the Fund for the relief of Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 
beg leave respectfully to Report : 

That they herewith submit the Report of the Treasurer, from which it 
appears that since their last Report, the sum of $1,998 54, has been 
received, which, added to the cash balance of $632 81 then on hand, 
makes a total amount of $2,631 35 ; from which has been paid, in pur- 
soanoe'of their trust, the sum of $1,525. 

The cash balance now in the Treasury is $1,106 35. 

The investment of the sum of $6,000, referred to in the last Report, one 
half in 5 1-2 per cent stock of the State of New-York, and the other half 
on bond and mortgage, remains unchanged. 

At the last Convention, five clergymen were reported as participating in 
the Fund. One clergyman has since been added to the list, making the 
present number six, to whose relief the aggregate sum of $1,500 per an- 
num is now appropriated.

REPORT : GENERAL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

The Committee on the General Theological Seminary respectfully re- 
port, that there is no change in the number of Trustees to be made by the 
Convention. At a meeting of the Board Trustees in June last, the Rev. 
Homer Wheaton was chosen to supply the vacancy occasioned by the

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death of the Rev. Dr« Reed 3 the Rev« William Walton was chosen to sup- 
ply the vacancy occasioned by the elevaticm of the Rev. Alonzo Potter, D. D., 
to the Episcopate of Pennsylvania ; and the Hon. Samuel Jones, to sup- 
ply the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Nehemiah Rogers, Esq. 
The Committee further report, that there has been a small edition to the 
funds of the Institution, by the diocese, since the last Report ; and that there 
has also been an increase in the number of the Clergy, but that there is, 
in their opinion, nothing which requires any action by this Convention.

" Every Clergyman who is regularly settled in any congregation 
in this Diocese, shall be a member of this Convention, ex officio, and 
no others."

Article IIL Strike out all after the words " composed of," and 
insert the following : 

" All clergymen canonically connected with the Diocese, and not 
under ecclesiastical censure ; and of Lay members, consisting of one 
or more, (not exceeding three,) Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the vestry, or the congregation." 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Vinton, these propositions were laid 
over to the next Convention for consideration.

secure Episcopal Services therein, and to maintain the dignity and 
usefulness of the Episcopal Office ; and cannot rightfully be applied 
to aid or support, in any shape, a Bishop adjudged guilty of inomo- 
rality and impurity, and in consequence thereof, sentenced by the 
highest tribunal of the Church to suspension from the office of a 
Bishop in the Church of God, and from the exercise of all the func- 
tions of the Sacred Mimstry." 

Mr. Monroe moved the indefinite postponement of the whole sub* 
ject ; which was lost.

John C. Hamilton, Esq., moved to amend this amendment, by 
adding thereto the words: <'It being hereby expressly declared, 
that this grant of a part of the Episcopal Fund of this Diocese is not 
to be deemed, taken, or construed as in any mode or -degree admit- 
ting or affirming the continuance of the jurisdiction, or any right or 
title of the Right Rev. Benjamin T. Onderdonk, now under sentence 
of suspension * from the office of a Bishop in the Church of God, and 
from all exercise of his Episcopal and ministerial functions/ to any 
part of the income of said Fund." 

The Convention then adjourned. 

Satttsday, Octobbr 3, 1846, 9 o'clock, a. m. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment* 

Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. John M. Ward, Rector of 
St. Thomas's Church, Mamaroneck, Westchester County, assisted 
in the Lessons by the Rev. Albert D. Traver, Rector of St. Paul's 
Church, Poughkeepsie. 

The minutes of yesterday's session, were read and approved. 

The Committee on the Diocesan Fund presented their Report, as 
follows : 

REPORT : DIOCESAN FUND. 

The Committee on the proper appropriation of the money reeeired into 
the Diocesan Fund, respectfully recommend the adoption jol the foUow- 
ing resolution : 
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Resolved, That there be paid to the Clergy attending the Conventioni 
who reside more than twenty miles from the place of meeting, and whose 
parishes have contributed to the Diocesan Fund, according to the Canon, 
five cents per mile, for every mile of the distance from their respeGtiye 
parishes; and that the remainder be appropriated to the printing of 
the Jonmal, and such other purposes as the Convention may direct.

On motion, the resolution reported by the Committee, was adopted. 

The Committee on the Incorporation of Churches, reporting in 
favor of receiving the Church of the Messiah into union with this 
Convention ; this subject was referred in course to the Special 
Committee appointed in relation to St. Philip's Church, and other 
colored Churches. 

Hiram Ketchum, Esq., from St. George's Church, New- York, 
applied for permission to that Church to give two votes, on the 
ground of the Vestry's having established a second congregation, 
and being engaged in the erection of a second house of worship ; and 
presented a communication, which had been made by the said Ves- 
try, to the Standing Committee of the Diocese on the subject, 
together with their answer. 

On motion of the Hon. Samuel Jones, the said application, with 
the documents, were referred to a SpecialCommittee of five, to report 
to the next Convention. ^ 

On motion of the Hon. Thomas J. Oakley, 

Resolved, That the said Committee be instructed to inquire into, 
and report upon, the expediency of abolishing the right of any 
Church to give any vote by virtue of the annexation of any Chapel. 

The Chair appointed on the Committee, the Hon. Samuel Jones, 
the Rev. Drs. WaiAwright and Haight, the Hons. Thomas J. Oakley, 
and Luther Bradish. 

The Convention then proceeded to the consideration of the unfin- 
ished business of yesterday, being the Resolution of Judge Burnet, 
and the amendments thereto. 
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Judge Burnet, with the consent of the Rev. Mr. Forbes, and Mr. 
:3ainilton withdrew his resolution ; whereupon Mr. Forbes moved 
I:ie following resolution : 

Mesohed, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, be directed 
j€> pay over to the Rt. Rev. B. T. Onderdonk, D. D., out of the in- 
idome of said Fund, (excepting the portion thereof set apart for ac- 
cumulation,) the sum of - ■ dollars, annually, to commence from 
the 1st of October, 1846, and to continue until the meeting of this 
bcxiy next subsequent to the next meeting of the General Conven- 
tion ; subject, however,^to any action of the General Convention on 
tlie subject. 

John Duer, Esq., moved to amend this resolution, by inserting 
l)efore the word " resolved,'' certain words, and striking out all after 
'the word '^ resolved," and inserting in lieu thereof, certain other 
^KTords, so that the resolution, as amended, shall read as follows : 

WhereaSf it is asserted, and believed by many, that the sentence 
Pronounced by the highest tribunal in the Church, on the Rt. Rev. 
Benj. T. Onderdonk, suspending him for an indefinite period from 
the office of Bishop, and the exercise of the functions of the minis- 
try, is, on its face, illegal and void ; or, if valid when pronounced, 
has already been carried into full effect, and is no longer in force ; 
and whereas, it has also been asserted, as the solemn belief of mem- 
bers of this Convention, that the Rt. Rev. Benj. T. Onderdonk is 
wholly innocent of the charges whereof he was convicted; and where- 
as, it is insis'ted, that if the sentence of suspension be valid, and con- 
tinue in force, the Bishop, though suspended, is justly entitled to a suit- 
able support out of the Trust Fund, during his suspension ; and 
whereas, upon the supposition of the of truth the assertions above re- 
cited, the said Rt. Rev. B. T. Onderdonk would not only in law, but 
in conscience, be entitled to the whole income of the Episcopal Fund 
of this Diocese, in the same manner as if no sentence of suspension 
had been pronounced. 

Therefore, Resolved, That the Rt. Rev. B. T . Onderdonk, if 
conscious of his entire innocence of the charges preferred against 
him, and if he shall be advised that the sentence pronounced against 
him is invalid, or has ceased to be operative, is earnestly and re- 
spectfully advised to institute the necessary proceedings against the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, to enforce the payment to himself. 
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as Bishop of this Diocese, of the whole income of said Fund ; and 
that, in the event of his success in the said suit, this Conventioii 
pledges itself that all his charges and expenses in the prosecution 
thereof shall be repaid to him, as properly chargeable to the said 

Fund. 

And be it further Retohedy That| to provide the means of support 
for the said Bishop during the pending of the suit so to be instituted^ 
the Trustees of the said Episcopal Fund shall be, and hereby are, 
authorised and instructed to advance to him the sum of #2,600, pro- 
vided security shall be given to the satisfaction of the Chanorilor of 
the State, that the moneys so to be advanced, shall be repaid to the 
said Trustees in case it shall be finally decided that the said Rt« 
Rev. Benj. T. Onderdonk is not entitled, as Bishc^ of this Diocesei 
to the income of the said Fund, and that this Convention has not 
lawful authority to appropriate the same, or any portion thereof, to 
his support. 

The same were considered, and after debate had thereon, Mr. 
Duer withdrew his amendment, which was ordered to be entered 
upon the Journal ; when the Rev. Mr. Forbes added certain words ta 
his resolution, so that the whole, as moved by him, read as follows : 

Resohed, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund be directed 
to pay over to the Rt. Rev. Benjamin T. Onderdonk, D. D., out of 
the income of the said Fund, (excepting the portion thereof set apart 
for accumulation,) the sum of — dollars, annually, to com- 
mence from the 1st of October, 1846, and to continue until the 
meeting of this body next subsequent to the next meeting 9f the 
General Convention ; subject, however, to any action of the Greneral 
Convention on the subject ; provided that sufficient security shall be 
given to the Trustees of the said Fund, that, if it shall be hereafter 
determined by any competent authority, that no part of the said Fund 
could be rightfully appropriated to the support of the Bishop during 
his suspension, then the part of the fund so appropriated, shall be re* 
funded to the said Trustees. 

The question being on the adoption of the resolution of the Rev. 
Mr. Forbes, the Rev. Mr. Vinton moved to strike out the proviso, 
being all after the word <' subject :" and on the question of striking 
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out, the vote wa^ oalled for by Ayes and Noes, and by Orders, and 
was as follows :

The Committee in relation to St. Philip's Church, and other color- 
ed congregations submitted the following report : 

REPORT : COMMITTEE ON ST. PHILIP S CHURCH. 

The Committee to which was referred the subject of the admission of St 
Philip's, and other colored congregations, into representation in the Conven- 
tion of this Diocese, report, 

That in their view, the question referred to them is one exclusively rela- 
ting to the temporal government of the Diocese, and is wholly unconnected 
with the religious rights or duties of the applicants. The Convention is but 
a part of what may be called, the civil machinery, instituted by human 
wisdom, for the purpose of regulating the Society, by which, and for 
whose benefit, it was established. It is no more a part of our church in 
this country, in a religious view, than are the civil establishments and the 
connection with the government in England, part of the church there. In 
both countries the arrangements for the administration of the government 
of the church are the result of experience and adaptation to circumstan- 
ces. Among the considerations of expediency, which any body of men 
uniting together for a common purpose, would deem the most important, 
must be that of determining with whom they would associate, and who 
should be permitted to participate in the government of the society. Thus^ 
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for reasons of expediency, females, however worthy, are by our canons 
excluded from being representatives in our Conventions, and are by law, 
incapable of being incorporated as members of churches. Candidates for 
orders, are, by a canon of the General Convention, prohibited from being 
members of that body. These instances are sufficient to illustrate the 
principles on which our Church organizations are founded, and to show 
that they are entirely distinct from the rel%ious rights and spiritual privi- 
leges of those, who, in a spiritual view, are members of our churches. If 
it be an incident to church membership to be represented in the councils 
of the church, then have we, in common with all Christian denominations, 
from the time of the apostles, unjustly and tyrannically deprived female 
members of sacred rights. 

When society is unfortunately divided into classes — ^when some are in- 
telligent, refined, and elevated, in tone and character, and others are igno- 
rant, coarse and debased, however unjustly, and when such prejudices 
exist between them, as to prevent social intercourse on equal terms, 
it would seem inexpedient to encounter such prejudices, unnecessarily, 
and to endeavor to compel the one class to associate on equal 
terms in the consultations on the affairs of the Diocese, with those 
whom they would not admit to their tables, or into their family circles — 
nay, whom they would not admit into their pews, during pubUc worship. 
If christian duty require that we should, in all respects, treat equally, all 
persons, without reference to their social condition, should we not com- 
mence the discharge of that duty in our individual and social relations % 
And is not the fact that we have never so regarded our duty — or have wil- 
fully violated it, sufficient evidence of the existence of a state of society 
among us that renders an amalgamation of such discordant materials, im- 
practicable, if not hazardous to our unity and harmony. We deeply sym- 
pathize with the colored race in our country, we feel acutely their wrongs 
—and not the least among them, their social degradation. But this can- 
not prevent our seeing the fact, that they are socially degraded, and are not 
regarded as proper associates for the class of persons who attend our Con- 
vention. We object not to the color of the skin, but we question their 
possession of those quahties which would render their intercourse with 
the members of a Church Convention useful, or agreeable, even to them- 
selves. We should make the same objections to persons of the same 
social class, however pure may be their blood, or however transparent 
their skin. It is impossible, in the nature of things, that such opposites 
should conmiingle with any pleasure or satisfaction to either. The colored 
people have themselves shown their conviction of this truth, by separating 
themselves from the whites, and forming distinct congregations where they 
are not continually humbled by being treated as inferiors. Why should 
not the principle on which they have separated themselves be carried out 
in the other branches of our Church organization ? 



I 
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Strikinfi^ instances are furnished in the early, and indeed in erery period 
of the history of the Christian Church, of conformity in oatward things, and 
in matters not essential, to the customs, usages, and eren prejudices of the 
age. We hare in our own country inTCterate customs and prejudices on 
the subject under consideration, which cannot be oyeroome. Is it not the 
part of wisdom to submit to them until, by a change of circumstances, the 
occasion for them shall cease to exist f Would not our present duty to Urn 
unfortunate race, be fully performed by extended and liberal efforts to im^ 
proTO their mind and their condition, by intellectual culture, by religion 
instruction, and as they advance in intelligenoe, and refinement, by relax- 
ing the severities of caste, which now separate us, until by degrees ^tuj 
become fitted for the duties and enjoyments of a higher social eonditkn, 
and then admit them in our public and private intercourse, to free and 
equal communion. 

The efforts of zealons philanthropists to break down the barriers wyeh 
custom has interposed, and which have so long existed between the color- 
ed, and other races, and against the laws of society, and the sentimenlB 
and feelings of the community, to compel an unnatural and forced equafi- 
ty, have hitherto been attended with results equally unfortunate to the pecu- 
liar objects of their solicitude, and to the great interests and benificent 
institutions, in connectioa with which such efforts have been made. They 
have been directed to our Common Schools ; and not satisfied with the 
abundant provision which has in many places been made for the educa- 
tion of colored children, their special friends and advocates have insisted 
that they should be admitted to the schools of white children, and have 
thus caused dissension and conflict to the great injury of those institutions, 
while feelings of sjrmpathy and commisseration have been too frequently 
converted into disgust and anger. 

Efforts uf a similar character, and for the same purpose, have been made 
to give position in our Churches to colored people, which would compel as- 
sociation and intercourse with them. It is obvious that such movements 
are but incipient steps to ulterior objects in relation to the vexed and irri- 
tating subject of slavery. Beginning with simple and apparently just pro- 
positions respecting the abstract rights of this portion of our population, 
their professed friends and advocates have advanced, step by step, until 
they have prepared the way to agitate the bold question of the Christian 
character of those whose sentiments do not accord with their own. The 
rending asunder of churches — the disruption of societies — ^bitter animosi- 
ties, and all manner of uncharitableness, have been the invariable results. 

By the wise and prudent counsels of the Fathers of our Church, our 

denomination has been hitherto happily free from the agitation of these 

and kindred questions — such as temperance, or abstinence from liquors 

and wine — and the consequences have been peace and quiet among our- 

selvesj and the respect of others. An instanoe of this caution is furnish- 
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ed in the oase of 8t Hulip's Church, whose application to be represented 
in the Conyeation is now under consideration. It appears from the minutes 
flf the Standing Committee of this Diooese, that in March, 1819, on the 
application of the lamented Biriiop Hobart to that Committee for advice 
in relation to the admission of a cdored person as a candidate for Holy 
Orders^ they unanimonsly advised his admission, upon the distinct under- 
itending, that in the erent of his being admitted to Orders, he should not 
'< be entitled to a seat in the Convention, nor shocdd the congregation of 
which he may have the charge, be represented therein.^' It is understood 
that these conditions were approved by the Bishop, and were assented to 
by the applicant and the congregation. And although that Church has 
beco organized, and in existence for more than a quarter of a century, it 
has until now abided by the terms thus settled. The present applicants, 
it is presumed, were not aware of these arrangements, as it is not to be sup- 
pued that they would intentionally be guihy of a violation of good faith. 
Thus, for this long period has this question been actually and peaceably 
■attled, and remained undisturbed. 

The legal, moral, and equitable mist of the Convention to determine 
what churches it will admit into union, so as to entitle them to a represen- 
tation in this body, seems to your Committee unquestionable. The fourth 
canon provides certain indispensable <sonditions to entitle any church to 
admission — but no where is it declared that these are the only conditions 
«-4Uid the invariable practice of the Convention in taking the vote upon 
the admission of any church, shows that it has reserved to itself the right 
of judging of the expediency of the measure, after all the former requi- 
sites are complied with. Otherwise the report of the Committee, certify- 
ing to the £act of such compliance, would be in itself conclusive. The 
provision in the same canon, requiring the preliminary approbation of the 
Bishop or of the Standing Committee "of the incorporation of such 
church," relates only to the separate and, independent existence of the 
congregation as a corporate body, and not to its union with or representation 
in this Convention. 

Besides, the very requirements of the canon, — ^that churches shall be 
politically incorporated, before admission into union with the Convention, 
shows conclusively that the right of admission is subject to regulation, 
and therefore that such question is one purely of expediency, and not one of 
Christian privilege or right. 

Cases may easily be conceived, and such have actually occurred, where 
it would not only be highly inexpedient, but grossly unjust to existing 
churches, to admit into union new applicants. Various circumstances, 
more or less important, will necessarily miter into the consideration of the 
Convention in determining such a question. 

In the short time allowed the Committee to consider the subject, and te 
•iqpress their views, they have been unaUe to give such a full exhlbitl<siL 
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of all the considerations which present themselves as they wonld have de- 
sired. They think, howeyer, that they have said enongh to oause refleo- 
tion, and to show how full of difficulty would be the adoption of the prin- 
ciple in relation to St. Philip's Church, or any other colored oongregation, 
of admitting their representatives to seats in this Convention. If onoe 
here they would be^ entitled to all the consideration, and to participate in 
all the duties and stations to which members may be assigned, or we shall 
practically repudiate the principle which admitted them. It is not be- 
lieved that this Convention, for instance, would send one of thepi as a 
deputy to the General Convention, on account of the offence it would oc- 
casion to our brethren of other dioceses. Thus, their condition would be 
practically and continually one of inferiority and humiliation — ^more pain- 
fully aggravated by the expectation induced by an act whieh apparent- 
ly promised their perfect equality. Your committee do not believe that 
such an equality can be produced — ^that in the nature of things it can exist 
in this community — great and palpable inequality must prevail to the ex- 
tent of preventing the colored race from any active participation in onr 
Church government — and they belipve that an attempt to correct it, 
contrary to the feelings and custoiA of our country, would not only be 
abortive, but would be attended with the worst consequenoes to our unityi 
our harmony, and our efficiency. They, therefore, recommend that 
neither St. Philip's, nor any other colored congregation, be admitted into 
union with this Convention, so as to entitle them to a representation therein. 
The consequence of such a determination probably will be, that such 
churches and congregations will not be responsible to, or under the gov- 
ernment or control of this Convention, but will remain subject to the ordi- 
nary jurisdiction of their Bishop— and when their members become ade- 
quate, may have church councils of their own for their own peculiar 
government.

Extract from Mintctes of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New 

York, March 6, 1819. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of this Diocese met the committee to consult 
with them, as his council of advice upon the expediency of admitting to 
orders a colored man of suitable qualifications and character, with a view 
of his taking charge of a congregation of colored people in the City of New 
York ; and after due deliberation, it was the unanimous opinion of the com- 
mitteC; that, under present ciicumstances, it was expedient to admit, as a 
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candidate for Holy Orders, such a person as aforesaid. But the committee 
thought that it ought to be distinctly understood, that neither the person so 
admitted as a candidate for Holy Orders, in the eyent of his being admitted 
to Orders, be entitled to a seat in the Convention, nor the congregation of 
which he may have charge, to a representation therein. And further, that 
it be understood that the said congregation pledge themselves to receive 
the said person, in the event of his being admitted to Orders, as their min- 
ister, and to provide for his support. 

Whereupon, it was unanimously resolved to advise the Bishop to admit, 
as a candidate for Holy Orders, such a person as above described, with the 
understanding, and under the restriction above mentioned. 

At the next meeting, April 7th, 1819, Peter Williams, Jun., was admit- 
ted a candidate for Holy Orders. 

Extract from Bishop HoharCs Address to the Convention of 1819. 

^ On the 3d July last, I consecrated the new church of St. Philip's, in 
Collect street, New York, designed for the use of the colored people of 
our church in thit city. They statedly assemble there, and their devotions, 
except when the clergy occasionally officiate, are conducted by Peter 
Williams, Jun., a colored man, who, for some years, under my direction, 
has acted as a lay leader and catechist among them ] and who, on the re- 
comniendation of the standing committee, has been recently admitted by 
me as a candidate for Orders. Every measure relative to provision for ac' 
commodating the colored people with public roorship and religious instruction, 
has been pursued, and vnU continue to be pursued, with great caution and <fe- 
UberationJ^ — Journals of Convention, republished; page 451. 

The Rev. E. M. Johnson, submitted, by leave of the Convention, 
the following report of the minority of the Committee. 

MINORITY REPORT: ST. PHILIPS CHURCH. 

The undersigned, a Minority of the Committee appointed by this Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York, to 
consider the application of St. Philip's Church in this city, to be admitted 
into communion with this Convention, dd hereby Report : 

That they regret exceedingly to be obliged to differ from the Majority 
of said Committee. They do not make this report with a view of exciting 
or encouraging any discussion in this Convention of topics, in no way con- 
nected with the subject of this application. About thirty years ago, a 
congregation of colored people was organized in this city as an Episcopal 
Church, with the approbation of the Episcopal Authority of this Diocese. 
It has continued since to conform to the doctrines, worship, and usages 
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of this Church moet uniformly and constantly. It now asks to be admitted 
to enjoy what its members consider to be the priyileges which other 
churches hare, of bemg received into the full fellowship of their Christian 
brethren, by admission to this Convention. The Minority of your Com- 
mittee do not hesitate to say, that, although at the time of the organizing 
of this congregation, it was thought to be a wise and salutary measure, yet 
in their opinion, subsequent events should lead us to doubt the projMiety or 
expediency of such organization. 

It is now too late to undo, in this particular, what has been done. The 
Minority of your Committee can see no reason why this application should 
not be granted, and think there are special reasons why it should. 

It b said that it was stipulated on the part of individuals of ^ that con* 
gregation at the time of its organization, or before the ordination of the late 
pious and reverend Mr.Williams, that they would not apply for admission into 
this Convention. This we believe they did not do ; but we cannot conceive 
how the present generation, belonging to that church, can be bound by any 
stipulation of that kind, made by those who we trust have long sinoe de- 
parted hence in the Lord, and been received into communion with the 
saints in Paradise. The present members of that chureh do not think as 
their fathers did on this subject. It may be said, that if this church be 
admitted, others will be organized and apply for admission. Howevw 
much this is to be regretted, yet we suppose such will be the fact, and on 
this very account, this subject merits the very serious consideration of this 
Convention. Suppose churches, now to be composed of colored people 
exclusively, are organized in our principal cities-'^uppose they are refused 
equal Christian privileges with other Episcopal Churches — ^that the Con* 
ventions of our Dioceses refuse to take them under their charge, and into 
their fellowship — ^will not these churches unite and form a Convention of 
their own ? Will they not choose a Bishop or Bishops of their own ? And 
under such circumstances, would they find any difficulty in obtaining Apos- 
tolical succession T We fear the refusal of our Convention to admit into 
their fellowship this portion of their Christian brethren, will inevitably lead 
to a schism in the Church, by the establishment of another Episcopal 
Church in these United States. All must admit this would be a sore evil. 

The Minority of your Committee beg the Convention to pause before 
they take a step which may lead to such a disastrous result. 

It may well be asked. Can it be that because those who seek admission 
here are of a different race and complexion from ourselves, that doubts 
are «itertained of the expediency of admitting them to union with this 
Convention? Have they not the Bible for their guide t Do they read in 
it that its divine precepts, its universal charity, its promised rewards are 
limited to any race or nation ? Was not the Gtospel vouchsafed to all men, 
to be proclaimed to all nations % 

The Minority of your Committee expressly disavow any other motive in 
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thus recommending the admission of this churchy than that of promoting 
peace and harmony, and carrying out into practice the great Catholic doc* 
trine of intercommunion of saintS) as taught in this Bible, the word of God. 
These persons who apply for this fellowship, have been made in Holy 
Baptism, ^' members of Christ, children of Grod, and inheritors of the king- 
dom of heaven" — they '^ eat his flesh and drink his blood," and thus are 
incorporated into Him 3 with us, they are one with Him, and He is one 
with them. However just and proper distinctions in society may be in 
other respects, yet as members of one Holy Catholic Church, there ought 
to be no othoc distinction than that made by superior self-denial, holiness, 
and virtue. 

The Minority of your Committee would deprecate most earnestly any 
prolonged or excited discussion of this subject, or the introduction of ques- 
tions not necessarily connected with it, and recommend that this church 
be admitted into union with this Convention.

The Minutes of this day's proceedings were read and approved. 
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The President, ia acknowledging the vote of thanks passed by the 
Convention, congratulated the members on the increased harmony 
and good feeling which had characterized their proceedings. 

After chanting " Gloria in Excelsis," and prayers by the Presi- 
dent, the Convention adjourned sine die.

This being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New- York, for the 
meeting of the Annual ConTentiop of the same, a number of the 
Clergy and Laity assembled for divine service, at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, in St. John's Chapel, in the City of New- York, 
the place appointed by the Standing Committee, in the inability 
of the Bishop to act, for the meeting. 

Morning Prayer was read by the Rer. Benjamin C. Cutler, 
D. D., Rector of St. Ann's Church, Brooklyn ; the Rer. Wil- 
liam E. Eigenbrodt, Rector of All Saints Church, New-York, 
reading the Lessons. The Ante-Communion service was read by 
the Rev. William Berrian, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, 
New-York ; the Rev. Jonathan M. Wainwright, D. D., an as- 
sistant Minister of Trinity Church, New- York, reading the 
Epistle. The Sermon was preached by the Rev. Joseph H.

The Holy Communion was administered by the Rev. Eh*. Ber- 
rian, assisted by the Rev. Drs.

Having consented, under request of the Standing Committee of 
the Diocefle of New- York, to perform such Episcopal acts, during the 
month of December, 1846, as might be required in said Diocese ; and 
having fulfilled this duty as far as circumstances would allow, I heace- 
by submit a record of the same.

Seabury and Haigfat, 
and the Rev. Mr. Forbes, being present. 

On the 2d Sunday in Advent, the Rev. Robert S. Howland and 
the Rev. George H. Houghton being found, lijpon examination, meet 
to be ordered Priest^^ and having presented the canonical testimonials, 
were admitted by me to that holy office, in St. Luke's Church, N. Y. 
The Rev. Drs. Muhlenberg, Ogilby, Haight, Hnckley, and the Rev. 
Mr. Forbes, coDcurring in the laying on of hands. At night of the 
same day, I officiated in St. Philip's Church, N. Y. 

Oq the 3d Sunday in Advent I consecrated, to the service of Al- 
mighty God, in the City of New- York, a Church, by the style and title 
of the Church oftJie Holy Communion — a large number of the clergy being 
present and assisting in the services. This Church was erected at the 
request of our brother, the late John Rogers, by his pious relict, Mrs.

Presbyterian Com- 
munion in this village, from whom the Church was purchased, that 
they gave their ready and kind co-operation in effecting the result 
above sttitecf. In the afternoon of the same day, I administered the 
holy rite of Confirmation to two sick persons in private ; and at night 
held service in Christ Church, and confirmed nine persons. The Reir. 
Dr. Haight, and the Rev. Messrs. Hallam, Haskins, Clapp and Ro- 
berts, being with me on these occasions, and assisting ifo the services. 

The MfilmenC of my appointment for Confirmation in Calvary 
Ofavreh, New- York, on the 4th Sunday in Advent, was prevented hy 
the sickness of the Rector, which did not allow him proper time for 
the preparation, of the class of catechudnens. On the morning d that 
Smday, I officiated in £mmanuel Church, Brooklyn, and in. the even- 
ing at St. Matthew's Church, New- York. 

On Christmas day, I preacheld in St« Thomas's Church, New- York, 
and united in the celebration of the Holy Communion ; and in the af- 
ternoon laid the eorn^ stone of the Church of the Nativity. 

On the Sunday after Christmas, I preached in Christ Church, New- 
Yorki andceafirmed'24 persons. In the. evening of the same day, 
preached in the Church of All Saints, N. Y.

In obedience to the 15th Canon, the Missionary Committee of the 
Diocese present their Annual Report, showing a deficiency in the Trea- 
sury of fifteen hundred dollars, with deep regret and sorrow. The 
emergency was promptly met by the appointment of a special 
agent, the Rev. Wm. Morris, to solicit funds. Mr. Morris discharged 
the duty with his accustomed zeal and activity, and to the entire satis- 
faction of the Committee, yet almost wholly without success. Some 
Churches have made no collections — others, collections so small, as 
to be, in effect, an evasion of the Canon. The Committee submit 
the whole subject to the wisdom of the Convention, praying, that if 
possible, the Canon may be enforced in its spirit as well as in its 
letter.

S0CIET7 FOR PROMOTION OF RELIGION AND LEARNING. 

The Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of 
New- York, through their Superintendent of Education, herewith 
makes report to the Convention, as their canonical agent, of all the 
monies received by its Treasurer during the past year, under the pro- 
visions of the 15th canon, and of their distribution to the ends therein 
contemplated ; viz : 

By collections in Churches of the Diocese, $51 1 44. 

The whole of which amount, without any deduction or charge what- 
ever, has been paid over to students in the General Theological Semi- 
nary, Candidates of this Diocese, standing in need of such aid. 

The Society, in closing their report, would respectfully urge upon 
the Convention the following considerations : 

1. The total inadequacy of tlie contributions above reported, to meet 
the demands made upon the Society, from the necessitous Candidates 
of the Diocese ; and further, how unworthy such an amount appears, 
both of the cause itself of Ministerial Education, and of the wealth of 
the Churches in this great Diocese. 

2. The fact, that such collections havg fallen in amount, within a 
few years, to one-fourth of the Church's earlier contributions ; show- 
ing, it would seem, some radical defect in the canons making provision 
for the same. 

And lastly; That, should it be deemed expedient by this Conven- 
tion to amend such canon, as touching the management of the Dioce- 
san Education Fund, the Society stands ready to co-operate in carry- 
ing it out into more etfective action. 

They would merely add in conclusion, that, during the period such 
agency has been entrusted to them, every dollar of the Church's con- 
tribution has been faithfully paid over, without any charge in diminu- 
tion whatever, whether for agency, rent, or salary, into the hands of 
Decessitous students.

That the Seventh Article of the ConstitutioD, providing that when 
more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under one Vestry, 
the Delegate or Delegates of such Vestry shall be entitled to a vote 
for each Church or Chapel ; the right of Churches havingChapels 
annexed to them, and united under one Vestry with them, to a vote for 
such Chape], is recognized, and impliedly established, and cannot be 
abolished, unless by an alteration of the Constitution, nor without an 
interference with the rights of Churches having existing Chapels uni- 
ted with them under their own Vestry. And the Committee are not 
satisfied that any alteration of the Constitution in that respect would 
be expedient. 

The Committee further report, That the case of St. George's 
Church does not appear to them to come within the Constitution, 
and that the grounds upon which they apply for permission to give 
two votes, are not sufficient to entitle them thereto, and that their ap- 
plication be denied. And they submit the following resolution : 

Besolved, That the application of St. George's Church for permis- 
sion to give two votes, be denied.

COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND DOCUMENTS. 

The Committee appointed at the last Convention to procure a 
suitable place of deposit for the books and documents under the charge 
of the Secretary, beg leave to Report, That in the discharge of their 
duty they applied to the Vestry of Trinity Church for permission to 
place the books and documents referred to, in the Vestry Room of 
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their Parish Charch, daeming that the moat safe and cGOvenieDt 
apartmeDt for the purpoae which could be obtmined. The reqaett 
waa kindly granted, and the books have been depoaited acoordiiigly. 

The Committee would express the hope that the Clergy and Laity 
of the Diocese who may have in their possession duplicate pamphlets 
relating to the History of the Church within our borders, will send the 
same to the Secretary, to be preserved with those which have al- 
ready been collected, and are now in safe keeping. They wonld re- 
commend that such pamphlets should, from time to time, be proporly 
assorted and bound, and therefore submit the foUowing resolatioa : 

Resolvedt That the Secretary be instructed to cause the pamphlets 
pertaining to Church matters in this Diocese, which may be sent to 
hiro, to be properly assorted, collected into volumes and bound, and 
that the necessary expense be paid out of the Diocesan fund.

The Report of the Committee on the Qualification of Members 
of this Convention was presented.

of the committee on the qualifications required in order 
to become members of this convention. 

The Committee appointed by the Convention of 1 845, and continued 
by the Convention of last year, to take into consideration all exist- 
ing Canons regulating and prescribing the qualifications required in 
order to become Members of this Convention, with instructions to 
prepare a new Canon governing the whole matter, if such should be 
deemed necessary, — respectfully beg leave to Report — 

That they have had the very important matter referred to them 
under consideration, and are prepared to recommend such an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and such alteration in the Canons, as they 
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trust will meet the views of the CoDveDtion, by afibrding some addi- 
tioDal security agaiost those abuses of privilege, and perversions of 
right to which all bodies, constituted as this Convention is, are in a 
greater or less degree exposed. 

Your Committee would here take occasion to say, that while the 
literal language of the resolution, under which they were appointed, 
would seem to confine them to ihe consideration of existing ** Can^ 
ons,*^ yet your Committee, well knowing that the resolution was pre- 
pared without recurring to the fact that the rights of Membership in 
this Convention are governed rather by the Constitution than by 
Canons, and not doubting but that it was the clear intention of the 



Convention, that all laws bearing upon the matter referred to your 
Committee, should be brought under review by them, whether such 
laws should be found in the provisions of the Constitution or in the 
Canons; therefore your Committee have ventured to recommend, as 
the first step to be taken in the matter before the Convention, that 
Article III. of the Constitution be so amended as to read thus — 

** The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Presbyters, who 
are regularly admitted and settled in some Church which shall have 
been in union with this Convention for at least three years ; or, who 
are employed as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention ; 
or, who are engaged as Professors, or Instructors of youth in some 
College, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and situate within this Diocese ; and of Lay Delegates, not ex- 
ceeding three from every such Church, to be chosen by the Vestry, 
or by the congregation. No person who is a candidate for holy orders 
shall be eligible as a Lay Delegate to the Convention. But no minis- 
ter, who, at the adoption of this Article, is entitled to a seat in the 
Convention, shRll be excluded therefrom, by reason of the alteration 
of the former TIL Article of the Constitution, provided he continue in 
the same parish with which he was connected at the adoption of this 
Article." 

Your Committee would next recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Resolved, That Section 2 of Canon 1 be amended, by inserting 
after the words, *' Convention itself," the words, " upon evidence in 
accordance with the requirements of Canon II.** 

The Committee would then recommend : 

That Canon II. as it now exists, be repealed ; and that the annexed 
substitute be adopted in lieu thereof. 
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CANON 

OP THE MEMBERS OF THE CONVENTION, AND THE RVIDENCE OF 

THEIR RIGHT TO SEATS. 

Sec. I. — It shall be the duty of the Bishop, or in case there be no 
Bishop, or of his inability or disability to act, then of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese, to prepare and submit to the Convention, at 
its next session, a list of all the qualified Presbyters of this Church, 
who, at the time of the passage of this Canon, are regularly admitted 
and settled in some Church within this Diocese which is in union with 
this Convention — specifying the names of the several Churches in 
which tliey are admitted or settled — which list shall be authenticated 
by the Bishop or Standing Committee ; and after having been submitted 
to the Couvention, (which may correct the same, if inaccurate, in any 
particular) shall be recorded by the Secretary of the ConveutioD in a 
book to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the 2nd Sec- 
tion of XXX. Canon of the General Convention of 1832. 

And it is hereby declared, that in all cases hereafter arising of a con- 
tested right to a seat in the Convention of any minister, claiming by vir- 
tue of any settlement or admission prior to the passage of this Canon, 
the said list or record shall be taken as presumptive evidence of the right 
of those whose names shall appear thereon, and of the right of none 
others — liable, however, to be rebutted by other evidence satisfactory 
to the Convention. 

Sec. II. — The Secretary of the Convention shall record in the 
book mentioned in the preceding section, all certificates that shall be 
transmitted to him, in accordance with the said 2nd Section of Canon 
XXX. of the General Convention of 1832. And in case of a contested 
right to a seat in the Convention of any Clergyman who shall have 
been elected to any Church or Parish in this Diocese, after the passage 
of this C «non, the evidence of settlement shall consist in the said re- 
cord ; or in the production to the Convention of the certificate requir- 
ed by the said Canon, together with a certificate of the Bishop, or of 
the Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. Which certificates 
(if not previously recorded) shall thereupon be recorded by the Secre- 
tary in the aforesaid book. 

Sec. III. — Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
after the passage of this Canon, shall procure from the Bishop, or in 
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case of his disability or inability to act, from a majority of the Clerical 
Members of the Standing Committee (duly convened) a certificate that 
he has been received into this Diocese, in compliance with the Canon 
of the General Convention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat 
in the Convention, he shall cause such certificate to be recorded by the 
Secretary of the Convention in the book mentioned in the preceding 
sections. And in case of the contested right to a seat in the Conven- 
tion of any Minister who may be received into this Diocese after the 
adoption of this Canon, the production of such record, or of such cer- 
tificate, shall be presumptive evidence of regular admission — which 
certificate (if not previously recorded) shall thereupon be recorded by 
the Secretary in the said book. 

Sec. IV. — In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right, by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence of 
such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the Bishop . 
or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inability or disa- 
bility of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chairman of the 
Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

Sec y. — In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of 
a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged as a 
Professor or Instructor of youth in a College, Academy, or General 
Seminary of learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of his connexion 
with such College, Academy or Seminary, shall consist in the written 
certificate of the President or Secretary of such corporation, that he 
is so employed. 

Sec. VI. — The appointment of Lay Delegates to the Convention, 
if they be chosen by the Vestry of any Church, shall be made at a re- 
gular meeting of such Vestry (held according to law) ; if they be 
chosen by the congregation, the like notice of the time and place of 
holding the election shall be previously given, and the electors must 
have the like legal qualifications, and the election shall be conducted in 
the like manner, as prescribed by laws for the election of Wardens and 
Vestrymen of the parishes respectively in which they are held. 

The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate, if made by the 
Vestry, shall consist in a written certificate, signed both by the Rector * 
of the Church, if there be one, or, if there be no Rector, then by the 
Warden who presides at the meeting at which such delegate is ap- 
pointed, and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If the appointment be made 
by the congregation, the evidence of such appointment shall consist in 
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a certificate signed by the tame persons, who are required by law to 
certify or attest the election of Wardens and Vestrymen in the respec- 
tive imrishes. Every certificate of the appointment of a Lay Delegate, 
shall show upon its face that the appointment has been made in pursn- 
ance of all the requirements of this section : and shall certify that the 
Delegate has the qualification required by the next sacceeding section 
of this Canon. And no other certificate or evidence of the appoint- 
ment of any Jjay Delegate, than such as herein is required, shall be 
allowed or received. 

Sec. VII. — No Lay Delegate shall be entitled to a seat in the Con- 
vention, unless he be entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of 
the Church which he is appointed to represent. 

Sec. VIII. — A copy of the sixth and seventh sections of this Ca- 
non, shall be annually transmitted by the Secretary of the Convention, 
together with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of 
Lay Delegates, to every Church in this Diocese in union with the 
Convention, in the same manner with the notice, which, by the Con- 
stitution, he is, or may be required to give of the time and place ap- 
pointed for the meeting of the succeeding Convention. 

Sec TX. — The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Couvention, and of Delegates from at least thirty congrega- 
tions, shall be necessary to the transactioD of business — except that a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 

Sec. X. — The 2nd Canon, entitled ** Of the Members of the Convert- 
tioTit^^ is hereby repealed. 



In conclusion, your Committee have only to say, that in proceeding 
with their work, they have endeavored to observe the utmost caution, 
and have proposed no changes but sucb as the advancing condition of 
the Church must obviously require. Amid the many alterations in 
our present system of government, which have been suggested as ex- 
pedient and desirable, the Committee have adopted such only as they 
trust will be received by the Convention from their manifest fitness 
and necessity, without any attempt at argument in their defence and 
support. If to any Member of this Convention, your Committee 
would seem to have evinced remissness in the full measure of their 
duty in failing to notice the very serious change which has been suc- 
cessively proposed to the two last Conventions of the Church in this 
Diocese, and now lies over for the consideration of this Convention — 
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strictly to confine the "Lnj Delegations from tiie Churches to the com- 
municants of the Church — then your Committee have only to say, 
that the omission has arisen from no want of solemn consideration 
upon a question of such interest and magnitude. But while your 
Committee feel how deeply it is to be deplored that all Christian people 
are not the observers of that dying command of their Redeemer, yet 
if any such alteration of the Constitution is ever to be made, they are 
not prepared to admit that the present is the wisest season for the in- 
troduction of a measure calculated to prove so widely exciting as the 
change thus proposed. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE NEW-YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY 

MISSION SOCIETY. 



The New -York City Mission Society, caDonically entrusted with 
the Missionary operations of the Diocese within the bounds of the city, 
respectfully report — 

That during the past year important changes have taken place in 
the form of Missionary action among the City Churches, leading to a 
suspension, at least, of the duties hitherto performed by this Society, 
as their agent. The care of providing for the destitute within their 
own bounds, has been, of late, assumed by the Parish Churches them- 
selves; and their usual Missionary contributions, upon which the 
operations of the Society were altogether dependant, retained conse- 
quently for their own expenditure. Under this decision of the 
Churches, the Society was obviously left without means to carry on 
their operations ; and had, consequently, no other choice left them 
than to bring them to a close, and to dispose of their Mission Churches 
in the mode most advantageous to the great cause in which, for fifteen 
years, they had faithfully labored. This they did, by transferring to 
the congregations worshipping therein, their Church buildings respect- 
ively, for the balance of debt resting on them, securing as far as lay 
in their power, the condition of their being held forever as Free 
Churches. Whether or no, the decision has been a wise one, 
which forced them to this result, it is for others to judge. It may, 
however, well be doubted ; were it but for this single reason, viz : that 
the most destitute portions of the city, i. e., the Missionary ground — 
are ever most distant from that Parochial supervision, to which alone 
it is now entrusted. It is obvious, that in such a wide-spread city of 
strangers as New- York has now become, without some general Mis- 
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sionary care, irrespective of bounds, much of its spiritual destitution 
must be unknown, and many, very many, whom the Church is bou nd 
to care for, wholly neglected. The Society, on this point, would only 
add, that although for the present left without laborers, because with- 
out means, yet that the field of usefulness is still open — ^their corporate 
powers still secured, and they themelves ready to act whensoever the 
voice of the Church shall again call upon them. 

• 

Before concluding this their (perhaps) final report, the Society 
would beg leave to spread upon the minutes of the Convention the fol- 
lowing abstract, to which reference may hereafter be had for the facts 
of their agency, as well as, (they trust,) the proofs of their fidelity. 

The Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society was founded in the 
year 1831, for the purpose of providing free sittings in Mission 
Churches, for a large class of Episcopalians, and others disposed to 
become members of the Church, who were at that time virtually ex- 
cluded from the Parish Churches — the class referred to, comprising 
the families of poorer mechanics, widows, merchant's clerks, journey- 
men, apprentices, domestics, and others, unable to pay for sittings— 
besides strangers, emigrants, &c. In the month of September, 1831, 
acting with the approbation of the City Churches, it applied for and 
received from the Legislature an unusally liberal charter, leaving the 
Society unlimited as to income or property, except by the demands of 
the charity itself; and in the Convention of the same year, it was re- 
cognized by Canon as the Diocesan agent for Missionary operations 
within the city, and a further Canon passed, enjoining an annual col- 
lection in the City Churches for its support. Under these provisions, 
the Society went immediately into operation, becoming successively 
the owner, by purchase or otherwise, of three large and commodious 
Church buildings. The first was that of the Holy Evangelists, in 
Vande water- street, by purchase; the second, that of the Epiphany, 
erected by themselves ; and the third, by gift, that of St. Matthew's, 
in Christopher- street — all situated in the midst of a dense population, 
greatly iu need of the benefits bestowed upon them through the in- 
strumentality of the Society. 

During the fifteen years of the action of the Society it has received, 
chiefly through the personal exertions of its own members and mana- 
gers, including the collections in the Parish and Mission Churches, 
the sum of $94,200. This large sum has been disbursed in providing 
Churches and supporting Missionaries. The average attendance at 
its three Churches for the last few years, has been about 2,200 ; 
Communicants, 1,000 ; Teachers of Sunday Schools, 90 ; Scholars, 
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from 700 to 1,000. In a late report of one of the Missionaries, it is 
stated that there were 104 widows, commanicants in one of the^e 
Churches. 

Sach is its history. From wliich this, at least, is clear — that the 
example of Free Churches was first set by this Society ; and that it 
has been, under the blessing of God, the means of awakening the City 
Churches to a deeper sense of the duty resting upon them to make 
more ample provision for extending the blessings of our Church to the 
classes for whose benefit the Society was formed. The provision for 
Seamen^s Chapels, it may also be added, arose under the auspices of 
this Society, and constituted for a time a branch of its labors. At pre- 
sent, that charity has two Chapels well attended. Within a few 
years, several other Free Churches have been erected, as well as 
more ample provision made for the poor in the older Paidsh Churches 
of the city. So that on the whole, it may be said that the main work 
of the Society is now in other hands ; though should the Church 
still deem that the Society can be made useful as a ** Missionary at 
large," beyond the bounds of the local laborers in this wide field, it 
would herewith report itself ready to answer to the call. 

All which is respectfully submitted.
